22  General  Mnndy  serred  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion,  in  1798.  Went  in  command  of 
the  3rd  Dragoons  to  Walcheren,  in  1809;  and  in  command  of  the  same  regiment  to  tiie  Penin- 
sula, in  1811. 

23  LieuL-Genenl  Thomas  served  in  the  first  American  war,  and  was  present  at  the  several 
landings  on  Staten,  Long,  and  York  Islands;  the  battle  of  the  27th  August,  1776,  on  Long 
Island,  capture  of  Forts  Lee  and  Washington,  battles  of  Brandy  wine  and  Germantown,  at  which 
last  he  received  two  balls  in  his  head.

Embarked  31st  Dec  1808,  with  the  first  battalion  of  the  Coldstream 
Guards  fbr  the  Peninsula,  where  he  served  until  May  1811,  and  again,  from  Mav  to  Nov. 
1812  ;  commanded  the  r^ment  at  the  battle  of  Salamanca,  for  which  he  has  received  a  medaL 

85  Lieut-General  the  Honourable  A.  P.  Upton  joined  the  Duke  of  York's  winy  In  HoUsnd, 
in  Nov.  1794«  with  which  he  served  the  ensuing  winter  campaign,  and  returned  to  Sngland  with 
the  army  in  May  1795.  In  1799  he  was  appointed  Aide-de-Gamp  to  Sir  Ralph  Aberoromby, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  the  97  th  Aug.  on  the  landing  near  tne  Helder,  as  also  al  those  of 
the  10th  Sept,  Snd  and  6th  Oct  Appointed  Assistant-Quarter-Mastsr-General  to  the  army 
under  Lord  Chatham  in  1809:  landed  at  Walcheren  S7th  July  with  the  troops,  snd  was  present 
at  the  actions  in  which  the  enemy  were  driven  into  Flushing,  and  also  at  the  siege  of  that  plaoe.

39  Sir  Henry  Askew  served  in  Holland  and  Flanders,  from  July  1794  to  April  1795  ;  with 
the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809.  Embarked  fbr  the  Peninsula  in  Sept  1818,  where  be 
served  until  the  end  of  that  war,  in  1814,  having  commanded  the  first  battalion  of  the  Grena- 
dier Guards,  at  the  Passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive  (medal).  Passage  of 
the  Adour,  and  blockade  of  Bayoane.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely 
wounded  at  the  battle  of  Qnatre  BraSi  where  he  eommanded  the  9nd  battalion  of  Grenadier 
Guards.

42  Lieut-General  Armstrong  went  out  to  Flanders  with  Lord  Moira.  in  1794  \  Joined  the 
Duke  of  YoA  at  Antwerp,  and  was  in  that  disastrous  retreat  through  Holland  in  the  winter  of 
1794-95,  and  embarked  at  Bremen.  Served  in  Ireland  during  the  RebeUiott  in  1798,  and  was 
Assistant- Adjutant*  Genera]  of  the  Centre  Distrid  under  QoierBl  R.  Dandas*  until  the 
of  1808. 
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43  Sr  George  Qttenthi  unnA  in  tbe  Peniotala  in  oommand  of  the  10th  Hmaftn,  and  has 
KceiTed  a  medal  and  one  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Orthes  and  ToqIoyim.  Served  also  the  ctai- 
paign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterioo. 

44  Lient -General  (Gordon  serred  at  the  siege  of  Pondieherry,  battle  of  Arganm,  sieges  of 
Asaeerghor,  Gawilghnr,  and  Tarions  other  hill  forts.    Served  also  at  Walcheren  in  1809. 

45  Lient^-General  Betiinne  served  with  the  49th  in  Holland,  in  1799,  and  was  severely  woonded 
in  the  longs  at  the  battle  of  Alkmaar.  Also  on  board  the  Beilona  at  Copenagen,  under  Lord 
Hdaon,  and  received  a  wound  fk«m  a  cannon-shot  which  laoerated  his  lower  jaw.  At  the  break- 
ing out  of  hostilities  in  1803,  he  was  exposed  to  the  decree  of  Napoleon,  wMch  arrested  Britbh 
sttbjeeteln  the  French  territories,  and  remained  a  prisoner  until  1614. 

46  Licut*-Greneral  Yates  served  in  Egypt  in  1801,  and  has  received  the  Egyptian  medal. 

48  Lieat.-General  Crawford  served  in  Holland  in  1794  and  95,  and  was  present  at  Tiel  when 
bombarded  by  the  Frendi;  at  Nimegnen  during  the  siege  and  at  the  sortie;  at  the  attack  of  Fort 
St«  Andr^,  the  attack  on  the  enemps  works  at  Thuyl,  the  several  engagements  in  and  near 
Geldemaosel;  and  on  the  retreat,  his  guns,  which  were  in  rear  of  ^e  Army,  were  constantly 
engaged.    In  1798  he  was  actively  employed  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion* 

49  H^or-General  Hamerton  served  on  the  Continent  under  the  Duke  of  Totk,  in  1T94« 
Itebarked  for  the  West  Indies  in  1795,  and  was  at  the  capture  of  St  Luda  the  IbUowing  year. 
Served  in  E|gypt  in  1801.  Commanded  the  1st  battalion  of  the  44tfi  regt  in  Spiubi ;  and  the 
Snd  battalion  in  the  campaign  of  1816,  and  was  wounded  at  the  batde  of  Waterloo. 

50  Sir  Love  Jones  Parry  served  in  the  last  American  war;  commanded  a  frontier  brigade 
in  Upper  Canada,  and  was  wounded  and  had  a  horse  shot  under  him  at  the  battle  of  Lundy's 
Lane. 

51  Sir  David  Ximenes  served  in  SicUy,  Egypt,  twice  in  North  America,  Bermuda,  Ceylon, 
and  India.  Was  present  at  the  taking  of  the  Islands  of  Ischia  and  Procida,  in  1809.  Com- 
manded the  63nd  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Genoa,  in  1814;  and  at  the  successful  expediti^on 
up  tiie  IVttobscot  in  the  same  year.    Sir  David  was  nearly  38  years  on  Foreign  service. 

52  Major-General  Colqnhoun  served  in  Flanders  and  HoUand  under  the  Duke  of  York, 
in  1794  and  95,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Toumay;  and  in  the  attack  by  the  enemy 
on  the  advanced  post  of  Drutin,  I9th  OcL  1794,  on  which  day  he  was  afterwards  wounded 
and  taken  prisoner.  Employed  on  the  staff  as  Aide-de-camp  during  the  Bullion  in  Ireland, 
in  1798.  Aesent  at  the  blockade  and  surrender  of  Malta.  Served  also  for  a  short  period  in 
Portueal. 

53  Sir  Charles  Wade  Thornton  served  on  the  Continent  under  the  Doke  of  Toxk,  and  lost  an 
arm  by  a  cannon*  shot  at  Lannoi.

63  Sir  Henry  W.  Booke  emberked  with  the  3rd  Ooarda  for  Holland,  In  Aug.  1799,  and 
was  preaent  in  the  actions  of  the  27th  Ang.,  10th  and  19ih  Sept.,  2nd  and  6th  October.  Eoa* 
barked  again  for  Holland,  Nov.  1813,  in  oonunand  of  the  2nd  battalion  of  thatregU,  and  waa 
preaent  at  the  adranoe  to  Antwerp,  bombardment  of  the  French  fleet  at  Antwerp,  and  attack 
on  Bergen-op'Zoom.  Alao  the  campaign  of  1815,  inoladiog  the  battles  of  Qaatre  Braa  and 
Waterloa 

63  Sir  John  Geo.  Woodford  served  as  Depnty-Assistant-Adjotant-Qeneral  on  the  Ezpeditiom 
to  Stralfund.  and  afterwarda  to  Copenhagen,  in  1807;  and  aa  Deputy- Asaiatant-Quarter- 
ICsster-Qeneral  on  the  Expedition  nnder  Sir  David  Baird,  which  joined  Sir  John  Moore's  armj 
in  Qalicia,  and  was  preaent  at  the  battle  of  Coninna.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsola  as 
an  Aasistant-Qoarter-Master-General,  and  has  received  a  cross  lor  the  battles  of  NiveUe,  Nive, 
Orthes,  and  Tooloose.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  indoding  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  thm 
taking  of  Cambray. 

64  Msjor-General  D*Ovly  served  in  the  campaign  in  North  Holland,  in  1799,  nnder  Sir

Usagre^  battle  of  Albnbera — in  command  of  the  7(h  FortagoMe  oaTalry:  battle  of  Faentes 
^Onor,  battle  of  SaLuuanea, — in  command  of  the  1st  Fortugaese  caTalry,  at  the  bead  of  which 
regt.  be  was  sererely  wounded  in  a  charge  on  the  leading  regiment  of  Thomiere's  dirision 
formed  in  square,  wmcb  they  succeeded  in  routing  and  dispersing.

Operations  at  Minorca  and  Guernsey,  in  1798  and  99;  ditto  on 
the  Coast  of  Spun,  Malta,  and  Marmorice,  in  1600.  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801  (medal), 
including  the  actions  of  the  8th,  13th,  and  21st  of  March:  battle  of  Bahmanie  on  the  Nile,  and 
redaction  of  that  fortress,  sieges  and  surrender  of  Cairo  and  Alexandria  (as  Lieut  and  Adjutant 

•  of  the  8th).  Operations  at  Gibraltar,  in  1802  and  3;  ditto  in  the  West  Indies  (as  Captain  in 
the  8th  and  Aide-de-Camp  to  Sir  Gordon  Drummond),  in  1804,  5,  and.

72  Sir  Archibald  MaolaiDe's  services: — ^Mysore  campaign  of  1799  against  Tippoo  Sultan,  iu- 
cludiug  tbe  battie  of  MsJlaveUy,  siege  and  storming  of  Seringapatam,  where  be  received  three 
wounds,  from  the  efiisots  of  which  he  was  confined  in  hospital  for  upwards  of  a  year.  Capture 
of  the  Danish  settiement  of  Tranquebar,  and  the  Folygar  war  in  1801,  including  the  battle  of 
Ardlngy,  and  affiur  of  Serungapore,  where  he  was  wounded.  Mahratta  war  of  1802, 3,  and 
4,  against  Scindia,  Holkar,  and  the  Bera  Rajah,  including  the  storm  of  Julnagbur,  siege  and 
Btorming  of  Gawilgbur,  siege  of  Asseeighur  (wounded),  and  battie  of  Argaum.  Ordered  home 
in  1804,  in  conseouence  of  severe  wounds  received  in  the  different  actions  from  1799  to  1804.

Accompanied  the  85th  to  America  in  1814,  and  com* 
manded  it  at  the  battie  of  Bladensbnrg,  where  be  received  four  wounds,  and  was  ftfUrwafda 
taken  prifoner. 
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75  8ir  iraKtm  Wmire  terred  the  oampaign  of  1808-9,  on  tlie  itaff  of  filr  RooaU  Fergotoa 
And  Lord  Bereifofd,  and  wan  present  at  the  battlee  of  BdeU  and  Vimiera,  tnbaequent  letieat, 
and  battle  of  Conmn^  In  liaroh  1809  aooompanied  Lord  Bereafofd  to  Liaboo,  as  Ma  firit 
Aide-de-camo,  and  aasitted  in  training  the  Portugueao  troops.  Swyed  in  the  field  under  his 
lordship*s  oraers  until  May  1818,  and  was  present  at  the  passage  of  the  Donro,  when  he  wai 
sent  to  command  the  peasantry,  and  to  destroy  the  bridges  in  rear  of  the  French  annj  uder 
Marshal  Soult,  the  aooomplishment  of  which  enabled  the  adTonoe-gnvd  of  the  British  to  over- 
take and  defeat  the  rear  of  the  French  at  Salamonde,  who  lost  here  their  remaining  gtms, 
baggage,  &a  Present  aJao  during  the  retreat  from  the  Coa  to  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  ad 
siege  of  Badajos,  siege  and  storming  of  Ciudad  Bodrigo,  Sd  siege  and  storming  of  Badigos,  siege 
of  the  Forts  and  battle  of  Salamanca.

army  until  June  1811,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Talavera.     Served  widi  the  Sad  Im^ 
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tAlion  66Ay  at  tke  twpriae  oi  a  French  division  at  Arroyo  de  Molino,  and  other  operationi, 
until  the  ceptore  of  B«dajox.  With  the  Qaeen'a  at  the  redaction  of  the  Forts  and  battle  of

84  Sir  Junes  £U>pe  served  with  the  expedition  to  Hanover  in  1805*6  ;  to  Zealand  in  1807, 
including  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  ;  to  Sweden  in  1808 ;  in  Portugal  and  Spain  in  1808*9,  in- 
elnding  ue  action  at  Lugo  and  hatde  of  Corunna.  With  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809; 
the  PeoiBSular  campaigns  from  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of 
Banosa*  aiege  of  Oiudiul  Bodrigo,  covering  the  siege  of  Bad^jox,  affairs  in  front  of  Sedamanca 
and  at  Osma,  battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  passages  of  the  Bidassoa,  G^ve  d*01eron, 
and  Gave  de  Pan  ;  battles  of  the  rfivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.

Served  with  the  Light 
Division  in  the  Penin»ula  from  March  1811  to  December  1812,  including  the  battles  of  Fuentea 
d'Qnor  and  Salamanca ;  and  the  sieges  of  Ciudad  Bodrigo  and  Bsdajos  (wounded).  Served 
ja  the  West  Indies  with  the  Boyal  York  Bangers  and  the  York  Chasseurs  from  1813  to  1816 
iadusive,  and  waa  at  the  captnre  of  Guadeloupe.  Served  in  the  East  Indies  in  the  67th  ragt., 
from  March  1819  to  Feb.  1823,  and  was  employed  as  a  Brigadier  at  the  siege  of  Aaseerghur.

Detached  with  his  Qrena* 
dier  company  to  retwd  the  advance  of  the  French  on  their  march  to  invest  Scjrlla  Castle  in 
CaUbria,  and  invade  Sicily.  Served  in  the  Grenadier  battalion  at  the  Faro,  in  Sicily,  for 
ieveral  weeks,  under  the  fire  of  the  French  batteries  erected  in  Calabria.  Second  in  command 
to  General  Blommart  in  a  Grenadier  Battalion  sent  from  Sicily  to  Spain.  He  was  advanced 
with  hia  Grenadier  Company  and  two  field-pieces,  in  the  attack  on,  and  expulsion  of,  the  French 
from  the  heights  before  Genoa.  Second  in  command  to  Lieut-CoL  John  with  the  flank  com- 
pany detachments  up  the  Penobscot  river  in  North  America,  and  commanded  the  advance  in 
mrdng  a  strong  position  at  Hampden  defended  by  treble  our  numbers.

Returned  to  the  Penimula  in  1809,  and  wis  present  at  the  pMMfv  of 
the  Dooro  and  capture  of  Oporto,  battle  of  TalaTera,  Linea  at  Torres  v  edras,  aetion  «t  Cwpo 
Mayor,  and  battle  of  Faentet  d*Onor.  In  1813  he  was  appointed  MiUtarj  Secretarr  to  the 
GoTemor-Gencral  and  Commander-in-Cbief  in  India.  In  1814  and  1 5  serred  in  the  tmd  In  die 
Western  FroTinces ;  and  in  1817  and  18  in  the  field  with  the  grand  army  during  the  Pindarres

131  Major-General  Patrick  Campbell  (B.  Artillery^  was  at  the  capture  of  8t.  LdoIa  in  1796, 
and  subsequently  in  the  Carib  war  in  St.  Vincent  Served  also  in  the  PeninsuU  from  Jan. 
1809  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  induding  the  battles  of  lUayera  and  GastaUa. 

132  Major-General  Parkinson  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Island  of  Bourbon  in  1810,  as 
I>epa^- Adjutant-General  Proceeded  with  the  d3rd  to  Stralsund  in  Pomerania  in  1813;  and 
from  thence  to  HoUaad  in  1814 ;  was  present  at  the  attack  on  Merxem  and  bombardmrat  of 
Antwerp,  and  commanded  the  regt.  at  the  stormittg  of  Bergen-op-Zoom,  where  he  received  a 
severe  contusion.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Quatre  BrsSb 

133  Major-General  Hunter  Blair  accompanied  the  Duke  of  Wellington's  expedition  to  FOr^ 
tugal  in  July  1808  as  a  Major  of  Brigade,  and  was  present  with  Catlm  Cranf^'s  brignde  at 
the  affidr  of  Obidos,  and  the  battles  of  Boleia  and  Vimiera.  He  was  appointed  Aide-de-Cu^ 
to  Sir  Hew  Dalrvmple  on  that  General  assuming  the  command  in  Portugal ;  but  on  the  army 
advancing  into  Spain,  he  became  Aide-de-camp  to  the  Earl  of  Hopetoun,  and  was  present  at 
the  af&ir  of  Lugo  and  battle  of  Comnna.  In  AprO  1 809,  he  re-embarked  for  Portugal,  as  a  Major 
of  Brigade,  wtu  the  corps  under  Lord  Hill ;  and  was  present  with  Sir  Alan  Cameron's  brigade 
at  the  capture  of  Oporto,  affair  of  Salamonde,  and  battle  of  Talavera,  where  he  was  sermly 
wounded ;  and  being  taken  prisoner  in  hospital,  he  was  not  liberated  until  the  end  of  that  war 
in  1814,  wlien  he  obtained  the  rank  of  Major,  antedated  to  the  30th  May  1811.

Having  obtained  a  company  by  purchase  in  the  28th  regt,  he  accompanied 
it  to  the  Peninsula  in  1809,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  year's  absence  in  England,  occasioned 
by  ill -health,  he  was  actively  employed  with  it  in  the  various  ditties  that  fell  to  its  share  in  the 
campaigns  in  wiiich  it  bore  such  a  conspicuous  part  Besides  many  services  of  minor  impor* 
tance,  he  vras  present  with  his  regiment  at  the  battle  of  Bnsaoo,  defence  of  the  Lines  of  Limn, 
advanoe  on  Campo  Mayor,  siege  of  Badajos,  bs^e  of  Albuhera,  capture  of  a  French  corps  ac 
Arroyo  de  Molino,  attack  and  capture  of  the  Forte  and  Bridge  of  Almaraz,  advance  on  Araojoes 
and  Madrid,  occupation  of  Bourdeaux.  In  1815  he  embuked  with  his  regiment  for  the 
Netherlands,  where  he  was  |>ersonalUy  engaged  with  it  in  the  battles  of  Qaatie  Bras  and 
Waterloo,  in  the  latter  of  which  he  wai  severely  wounded,  and  received  for  his  conduct  in  the 
field  the  brevet  rank  of  Lt.-Colonel  and  the  Companionship  of  the  Bath.    ' 

135  Major-General  Lautour  served  in  the  Peninsula  wiUi  the  11th  Dragoons  in  1811  and  13; 
attacked  a  French  piquet,  whilst  in  command  near  El  Bodon,  26  Sept  1811,  and  with  a 
squadron  of  the  Uth  corered  the  retreat  of  the  74th,  and  five  companies  of  the  60th.  Present 
also  at  the  siege  of  Badajoi  and  battle  of  Salamanca.  Whilst  in  command  of  a  squadron  he 
attacked  a  company  of  french  Artillery  posted  in  a  vineyard,  that  were  supporting  tbe  enemy's 
cavalry  whilst  foraging  and  making  tome  prisoners  in  the  plains  of  Valladolid  en  7th  Sept  1812. 
He  also  repulsed  an  attack  of  the  enemy's  piquets,  making  one  officer  end  many  men  prisoners, 
at  Monasterio  and  in  front  of  Burgos  on  2nd  Oct  1812.  Served  the  campaign  of  1815,  with  the 
23rd  Light  Dragoons,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  where  he  succeeded  to  the 
command  of  the  regiment  during  the  action. 

136  Mo^or-General  John  Harems  services  :— Landing  at  the  Helder  and  campaign  tmder  tho 
Duke  of  York,  Aug.  1799;  landing  and  advance  npon  f*erro],  25th  and  26th  Aug.  1800;  Egyp- 
tian campaign  of  1801  (medal);  capture  of  the  Islands  of  Isdiia  and  Procida  in  1809;  campions 
on  te  eastern  ooast  of  Spain  from  Aug.  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  Including  the 
taking  of  Akoy,  battles  or  Biar  and  Castalla^  siege  of,  and  operations  before,  Tarragona,  and 
blodiade  of  Barcelona.  Campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo  (wounded)  and 
capture  of  Paris. 

137  Mi^  Geaeral  Ejgerton,  after  serving  as  a  subaltern  with  the  29th  in  North  Amerioa, 
and  proceeding  as  a  Capiain  with  the  89th  to  South  Amerioa,  aooompanied  the  9nd  battaKoa  or 
the  84th  to  the  Ptadnsola  in  1809.    In  the  fbUowing  y ear  be  wm  appoialed  to  tbe  atsff  as 
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Depaty^AaaiUtoiU-Adjntent-Qenenl,  and  attached  to  ilie  seoond  diniioii,  in  irhidh  capadtjr  he 
ser?ed  at  the  baUle  of  Busaoo^  and  on  the  retreat  to,  and  during  the  •nbfleqnenfe  occupation  of, 
the  liinet  before  Lisbon.  He  was  then  remoTed  as  lenior  of  the  Adjutant-General's  depwtment 
to  the  foorth  dlTision;  was  present  at  the  siege  and  oaptore  of  01iTen<;a,  the  first  si^e  of 
Badiyoa,  battle  of  Albuhera  (wounded),  and  action  of  Aloea  de  Fonte.  Behnquished  his  staff 
appointment  and  rejoined  his  regiment  in  the  winter  of  1811,  and  oontmuedto  serre  with  it 
until  appointed  Aide-de-camp  to  8ir  Bowland  Hill  in  1812,  on  whose  personal  staff  he  remained 
until  the  termination  of  the  war,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Yittoria,  Pyrenees,--for 
which  he  obtained  the  brevet  ranic  of  Ksjor, — ^NiTeUe,  Nirb,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  On  Lord 
Hill's  appointment  to  a  oommand  with  the  army  in  Flanders  in  the  spring  of  1815,  he  selected 
Colonel  Egerton  as  his  first  Aide-de-camp,  who  senred  as  such  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,— 
where  he  obtained  the  breyet  of  Lieut-Colonel, — and  continued  in  the  same  oapacitr  untU  the 
return  of  the  Army  of  Occupation  from  France  in  1818.  When  Lord  Hill  assumed  the  oom- 
mand of  the  army  in  chief  in  1828,  he  was  pleased  to  name  Colonel  Egerton  for  the  confidential 
appointment  of  first  Aide-de-camp  and  private  Secretary,  which  he  held  during  the  whole  period 
of  his  Lordship's  continuance  at  the  head  of  the  army. 

138  Sir  William  Chahners  served  in  Sicily  in  1806  and  7;  campaigns  of  1808-9  m  Portugal 
and  Spain;  expedition  to  Waloheren,  indumng  bombardment  of  Flushing;  at  Cadis  in  1810 
and  1 1 ;  and  all  the  succeeding  Peninsular  campmgns,  indnding  the  battle  of  Barroea,  attack  of 
the  enemy  on  the  heights  near  Moresoo,  afikir  of  Senhora  de  la  Pena,  battle  of  Sialamanoe, 
action  of  San  Munos,  battle  of  Yittoria,  attack  at  Maya,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees  on  the  dOth 
and  31st  July,  repulse  of  the  enemy  in  his  attack  of  the  heights  of  SL  Antonio,  31st  August* 
attack  of  the  enemy's  forts  near  Sarre,  9th  Oct.  1813,  battle  of  19ivelle,  besides  a  great  many 
minor  affairs  and  skirmishes  on  the  advance  to  Madrid  and  capture  of  the  Betiro.  He  was 
present  with  the  army  in  the  Peninsula  during  almost  all  the  sieges,  and  was  engaged  in  the 
following  afisirs  during  the  retreat  from  Burgos,  via.,  Olmos^  Monasterio,  bridge  of  YalladoUd, 
and  passage  of  the  Huebra.  Served  also  in  the  Ketherlands  in  1814  and  15,  indoding  the 
battle  of  Waterloo,  capture  of  Paris,  and  posterior  operations  in  France,  to  Aug.  1817.

Subsequently  to  his  serrioes  in  Sir  John  Moore's  cam- 
naign  and  Lord  Chatham's  expedition,  he  was,  in  the  course  of  about  fonr  years  (from  5th 
March  1811  to  18th  June  1815),  in  seventeen  engagements,  six  of  them  general  actions— exclu- 
sive of  sieges;  and  for  his  conduct  in  the  field  he  was  twice  promoted,  vis.,  to  the  brevet  rank 
of  Major  at  the  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  and  of  Lieut -Colonel  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  on 
which  occasion  he  commanded  the  left  wing  of  the  52nd  regt 

139  Msjor-General  Parker  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  was  employed  in  the  operations 
previous  to,  and  at  the  siege  of,  Flushing.  Embarked  fur  Lisbon  in  Feb.  1812,  and  remained 
with  the  Duke  of  Wellington's  army  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war  in  1814;  was  present  at  the 
battle  of  Yittoria,  both  the  sieges  of  San  Sebastian,  battle  of  Orthes,  action  at  Tarbes,  and 
battle  of  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  lost  his  left  leg  at  the  battle  of 
Waterloa    Medal  for  the  battle  of  Yittoris  where  he  commanded  a  brigade  of  artillery. 

140  Major-General  Beckwith  served  in  Hanover  in  1805-6;  at  Copenhagen  in  1807,  including 
the  action  at  Kicge.  On  Uie  expedition  to  Sweden  in  1808;  and  that  to  Portugal  in  1808-9, 
including  the  action  at  Calcavellas  on  the  retreat,  and  battle  of  Corunna.

149  lt»jor*Gener&l  Scott  proceeded  to  the  Peninsula  in  1808,  and  was  present  with  the  Soots 
Fasilier  Guards  at  the  Passage  of  the  Dooro,  capture  of  Oporto,  subsequent  retreat  of  Soull^s 
snny,  aod  battle  of  TalaTera,  whvre  he  was  wounded  through  the  body,  and  being  lefk  there  ia 
hoe^tal  he  was  made  prisoner,  fie  eommanded  the  Soots  Fusilier  Guards  Ux  upwards  of 
three  years.

160  Major-General  M*Dona1d*s  services:— Expedition  to  South  America,  and  assault 
Buenos  Ayres;  Peninsula,  from  Nov.  1808  to  1813,  and  in  the  South  of  France  from  Mirj 
1614,  including  the  battle  of  Busaoo,  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  vMdf  at  Bedinha,  Pombal,  tij 
Campo  Mayor;  first  siege  of  Badajos,  battle  of  Albuhera,  third  siege  and  assault  of  Bsii:*^ 
afiisirs  at  Alva  de  Tormes,  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  25th,  30th,  and  31st  July.  »< 
Toulouse.  Wounded  in  the  head  and  right  thigh  at  the  assault  of  Buenos  Ayres,  6th  July  1  ^'\ 
in  the  left  leg  and  right  groin  in  the  Pyrenees  30th  July;  and  in  the  right  shoulder  and  loegsj 
the  assault  of  the  fortified  rock  on  the  mountain  AroUa,  and  surprising  the  encny's  posts  isu 
valley  of  Banes,  Pyrenees,  2nd  Oat  1813— and  had  two  horses  shot  under  him.  Medal  wbd  a 
olasp  for  Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees. 

161  Major-General  St.  Clair  attended  the  Gkyvemor  of  Demerara  nearly  four  hundred  mila  i 
the  Essequibe  Biver»  in  1807,  to  disperse  the  Indians  who  had  collected  there  in  great  nembe 
to  attack  thoee  ooloniea.  In  1809  he  waa  umpired  on  the  expedition  to  the  Soheult;  laa(ie<l< 
Waleheren  and  engaged  in  several  aftiirs  srith  the  enemy;  also  present  at  the  siege  and  cspt^ 
of  Flushing  with  the  Royals,  which  was  the  first  regiment  that  took  posseseion  of  the  town.  1 
March  1810  huidcd  in  Portugal,  and  served  in  the  third  division  at  the  battle  of  Busaoa  Co< 
manded  four  flank  companies  on  the  retreat  to  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  in  the  actioni  * 
Pombal,  Bedinha,  Pnente  de  Muroella,  SabngsJ,  and  the  oslehfattd  movement  upon  GuvrO 
also  in  the  battle  of  Foentes  d'Onor  and  siege  of  Badajos.  In  1812  he  was  employed  oncnsim 
and  drilling  recruits  for  the  Portuguese  army  in  Coimbra.  In  1813  and  14  he  oomniaudi'<i  fl 
ftth  Ca^adorsa,  and  waa  engaged,  aftsr  sevural  hot  skirmishes,  in  the  battles  of  the  NiveUe  aj 
the  Nive,  passage  of  tha  Ajdonr,  and  investosent  of  Bayonne^  in  whkh  he  suooessftdly  kept  |j 
Bsssinn  ofagaidinqp  tha  left  of  te  mmMob  oomM  by  tha  allM  amy  duriag  the  isti 
Medal  for  the  Five. 
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m  Bfi^OMMral  F^y  a«rv«d  on  the  •zpeditioii  to  Copenhagen  in  1807.  Served  afterwards 
k  the  Penmsnla  from  June  1811  (o  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  inoluding  the  eiege  and  capture 
of  BadaJM,  battle  of  Salamaoca,  retreat  firom  Madrid  to  Bargoe,  battles  of  Vittoria,  tibe 
Pjmeet  and  NiTelle»  battles  of  the  Ntire  on  the  Qth,  10th»  llth,  13th,  and  13th  Dec  1813, 
beiidM  variooft  minor  afiaira. 

163  Maj<^General  Gabriel  was  employed  on  the  Waleheren  expedition  in  1809.  Served 
ifterwardi  on  the  staff  in  the  Peninsula  nntU  the  end  of  that  war  in  1614.  Received  the  brevet 
rank  of  Major  for  the  battle  of  the  Pyrenees ;  and  that  of  Lient-Golonel  for  former  services  in 
Ibe  field. 

164  Major-General  Thomas  served  in  Sidlj  from  1805  to  1812.  Joined  the  3rd  battalion  of 
Ike  27th  m  Portugal  in  Anril  1813,  and  was  present  with  it  at  the  battles  of  Yittoria  and  the 
Pjieoees.  Commaaded  the  Light  Gompanies  of  the  right  brigade  of  the  4th  divieion  at  the 
bMtlet  of  NiveUe,  Grthes,  and  Tonloose»  for  whic^  he  has  received  a  medal  and  two  clasps. 
Berrcd  afterwards  in  the  American  war;  also  at  the  capture  of  Paris. 

165  Major-General  Bnwan  aerved  with  the  52nd  in  Sicily,  in  1806  and  7;  on  the  expedition 
to  Sweden,  in  1808;  in  the  Peninsula  under  Sir  John  Moore  in  1808-9;  at  Walcheren  in  1809, 
aelndiiig  the  bombardment  and  surrender  of  Flushing.  In  Portugal  from  26th  Jan.  to  let  June 
1811,  indnding  the  action  at  SabugaL  SubsequenUy  in  the  Peninsula  and  South  of  France 
Irom  10th  Jan.  1813,  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Yittoria,  passage  of 
the  Bidasioa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  together  with  the  intermediate 
i&in.  Served  also  the  campaijm  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  Be- 
ceired  the  brevet  rank  of  M^or  n>r  tfie  battle  of  Orthes,  and  that  of  Lieut-Golonel  for  former 
lerricee  in  the  field. 

166  Maior-General  Shaw  Kennedy  served  with  the  43rd  at  the  siege  of  Gopenhagen  and 
beule  of  fioge  in  1807.  Ir  the  Penineula  from  1808  to  1812  inclusive,  and  wai  present  at  the 
ictioa  of  the  Goa,  siege  and  capture  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  aod  battle  of  Salamanca. 
Berred  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo. 

167  Lord  Ssndys  accompanied  the  10th  Buesars  to  the  Peninsula  in  1812,  and  was  present  in 
fte  action  at  Morales,  and  battles  of  Yittoria  Mid  Pampeluna.  Served  also  the  campaign  of 
1815,  ai  an  Alde*de-camp  to  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Wa- 
terloo 

168  Sir  Thomas  Henry  Brovme  carried  the  Kinc's  Golomr  of  the  23rd  at  Ihe  siege  of  Gopen- 
^^n  in  1807.  Accompanied  his  regiment  to  America;  thence  to  the  West  Indies,  and  was 
Wounded  at  the  capture  of  Martinique.  Proceeded  again  to  America,  and  thenoe  to  Portoeal  in 
1811.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Staff  of  the  Adjutant-General  in  1812,  and  was  in  the  field  at 
the  battles  of  Salamanca,  siege  of  Burgos,  Yittoria  (where  he  was  wounded  in  the  hesd),  the 
Pyrenees,  Nlvelle,  the  actions  of  tbe  lltb,  12th,  and  13th  Deo.  1813,  before  Bayonne,  Nive, 
Ttfbes,  Orthea,  end  Toulouse.  On  the  escape  of  Napoleon  from  Elba,  he  was  appointed  Aide- 
^•caoip  to  Lord  Stewart  (the  present  Marquis  of  Londonderry),  and  served  tbe  oampaign  of 
1815  with  hia,  at  the  head-quarters  of  the  Austrian  and  Russian  armies. 

169  Major-General  Howard  served  on  the  Continent  in  1793  and  94;  in  St.  Domingo  and  the 
West  India  Islands  from  1795  to  1799.  Serred  also  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  most  leverely 
voimded  at  the  battle  of  Talavera,  27  th  July  1809,  and  made  pisoner. 

170  Major-General  Maclachlan  was  honourably  mentioned  in  Colonel  Gillespie's  despatch,  for 
Ufl  oondact  at  the  suppression  of  the  mutiny  at  YeUore  in  1806,  on  which  occasion  he  was  the 
Knior  officer  present,  end  severely  wounded. 

171  Major-General  NicoUs  with  thirtt'en  Tolunteers  in  a  boat  of  the  Blanche  frigate,  boarded 
^^  captured,  on  the  3rd  Not.  1803,  the  French  armed  cutter  Albion  from  under  the  gons  of 
Moate  Christie,  St.  Domingo, — ^in  tfais  action  he  was  severely  wounded  by  a  musket-ball,  which 
Mtering  the  abdomen,  and  coming  out  at  his  right  side,  lodged  in  the  arm.  On  board  the 
Standard  at  the  passage  of  the  Dardanelles  on  the  19th  Feb.  1807.  On  the  26th  June  1808, 
^  a  boat's  orew,  he  boarded  and  captured  the  Italian  gun-boat  Volpe  near  Corfu.  Present  at 
M«  redaction  of  the  Island  of  Anholt  in  May  1809.  Severely  wounded  at  the  attack  on  Fort 
Bowyer  15th  Sept.  1814. 

172  Major-General  Fearon*s  services: — Ounpaign  of  1796  and  7  in  the  West  Indies,  ineludinff 
the  storming  of  tbe  Yigie  (wounded  in  the  knee  by  a  bayonet);  attack  on  Mome  Fortunee;  ana 
■vrcadsr  of  St  Lucia.  Campaign  of  1799  in  Hollaed,  including  the  battles  of  the  19th  Sept., 
^  and  6th  OcL  Campaign  of  1 800  on  the  coast  of  France  and  Spain.  Expedition  to  Quiberon 
^y.  Attack  on  FerroL  flxpedition  to  Yigo  and  Cadis.  Egyptian  campaign  of  1807,  indnd- 
I^K  the  surrender  of  Alexandria;  attack  and  storming  of  Bosetta.  Campaign  of  1814  and  15 
^  ^taly,  including  the  surrender  of  Naples  and  Genoa.  Major-General  Fearon  commanded  the 
troopi  on  board  the  unfortunate  ship  Kent,  when  ahe  was  burned  in  the  Bay  of  Biscay  1st 
March  1825. 

173  Major-General  Balneavis  proceeded  under  Sir  David  Btiird  to  Comnna  in  1808;  from 
^ce  to  Lisbon,  and  was  appointed  Major  of  Brigade  to  Major-General  B.  M'Kenzie's 
^figade;  served  throughout  the  whole  of  the  war  in  Spain,  and  wss  present  at  tbe  battles  of 
•Z^^aveia  and  Busaoo,  retreat  to  the  Lines  of  Torres  Yedras,  occupation  of  them  and  subsequent 
sdvaaca,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor— for  which  he  received  the  brevet  rank  of  Major;  siege  of 
(^Mid  BodjEJgo»  ooTcriDg  the  siege  of  Badi^osv  storming  of  Fort  St.  Michael,  siege  of  Burgos, 
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iMltle  of  S•lftllltDOfl^  capture  of  Madrid,  aod  battle  of  Toulouse,  at  which  battle  be  raeoeeded  to 
the  command  of  the  3rd  battalion  oi  the  27th  regt.  Embarked  at  Bonrdeanx  fbr  VorA 
America;  on  arriving  there  he  was  appointed  Assittant-Qoarter-Master-Genera),  and  wu 
pvesent  at  the  battle  of  Fluttsburg.  Gare  up  his  staff  situation  and  proceeded  to  New  Orleans. 
Present  at  the  capture  of  Paris  as  Aide-de-camp  to  Sir  Msuley  Power,  and  serred  afterwwrdf 
with  the  Army  ot  Occupation. 

174  Major-General  Wfaetham  served  with  the  40th  in  Holland,  in  1790.  Also  on  the 
eispedition  to  South  America,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  assault  of  Monte  Video^^right 
leg  amputated. 

175  Major-Gcneral  Qoldie  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Maroh  1809  to  Nov.  1813,  inclodbg 
the  passage  of  the  Douro,  battles  of  Talavera,  Bosaco.  Albuhera,  Vitturia,  and  the  Pyreneci^ 
besides  many  other  minor  actions  and  skirmishes.  Severely  wounded  hi  the  Pyrenees  on  the 
SOth  July  1813,  by  a  musket- ball  which  is  still  lodged  in  the  lungs — this  woimd  was  long  ooa* 
sidered  mortuL    Medal  for  Albubera. 

176  Major-General  Bowles  served  in  the  north  of  Germany  in  1805  and  6,  under  Lord  Cath* 
aart.  Present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Copenhagen  in  1807.  In  the  Peuinsula  from  1809  to 
1814  (excepting  the  winters  of  1810  and  11),  and  was  present  at  the  passage  of  the  Donro  t 
battles  of  Talavera.  Salamanca,  and  Vittoria ;  sieges  of^Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Bsdajoz,  Burgos,  and 
San  Sebastian  ;  capture  of  Madrid  ;  passages  of  the  Bidassoa,  Nivclle,  Nive,  and  Adour  ;  and 
tiie  investment  of  Bayonne.  Present  at  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  and  at  the 
eapture  of  Paris. 

177  Major-Gen«rral  Bunbury  led  the  storming  party  at  Forts  Frederick  and  Zelandia,aia 
volunteer,  at  the  capture  of  Surinam  in  1804.  Surved  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland,  in* 
dnding  the  attacks  on  Merxem,  and  the  bombardment  of  the  French  fleet  at  Antwerp.  Served 
also  in  the  American  war. 

178  Major-General  the  Hon.  Henry  Cavendish  served  in  the  Pvninsula  from  July  1808  to 
January  1809,  and  was  wounded  through  the  wrist  at  the  battle  of  Corunna,  where  he  served  as 
aide-de-camp  to  Lord  William  Bentinck. 

179  Mtijor- General  Godwin  stTved  with  the  9th  at  the  Ferrol  in  1800  ;  in  Hanover  in  1805- 
6  $  in  Portugal  from  Sb-pt.  1808  to  July  1809,  including  the  pas»age  of  the  Doura  In  1810 
marched  from  Gibraltar  in  command  of  the  two  flauk  companies  to  Tarifa ;  proueeded  from 
thenoe  with  Lord  Lynedoch  to  the  action  of  Barrosa,  and  was  severely  wounded.  Served  also 
tfaroDghout  the  Burmese  war  under  Sir  Archibald  Campbell,  from  the  landing  of  the  troops  !■ 
May  1824  until  the  Peace  in  Feb.  18*26.  During  this  period  he  had  held  six  separate  com- 
mands against  the  enemy  ;  in  one  he  tuptured  the  fortided  town  of  M»irtaban,  SOth  Oct  1824, 
and  ultimately  the  province  ;  on  the  8th  Feb.  1825,  he  captured  the  fortified  position  of  Tsnta- 
bain,  and  took  36  pieces  of  Artillery,  together  with  a  quantity  of  other  arms.  He  was  also 
present  at  every  action  with  the  enemy  (except  those  in  Dec  1824,  when  hu  was  still  employed 
at  Martaban),  particularly  at  Scmbike  on  1st  Dec.  1825,  when  in  command  of  the  advanesd 
guard  he  carried  the  fn>nt  fsice  of  thn  enemy's  po-iticm.  Commanded  the  1st  Brigade  in  Avai' 
composed  of  H.  M.*s  4l8t  Regt.  <cud  the  12th  and  18th  Regts.  of  Native  Infantry. 

180  M»Jor-General  Bobbins  serred  in  Sicily  iu  1806*7  with  the  1st  Krgt.  of  Guardi;  also  hi 
the  Peninbula,  Frauci>,  and  Flanders,  wiih  the  7th  Husbars,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  W^ 
terioo. 

181  Major-General  Mftcneil  served  in  Sir  John  Moore's  retreat,  and  subsequently  at  Wal- 
chercn  in  1809;  in  Swedish  Pomtrdnia  in  ISia,  in  H<'llnnd  in  1814,  including  the  attack  OB 
Bergen  op-Zoom.    Sirr«*d  alao  the  can  ptti^^n  of  1815,  including  battle  of  Waterloo. 

182  MajoT-Generul  Pitt  served  at  thi-  chpture  of  iHe  Danish  West  India  Inlands  in  1807;  and 
of  Martinique  in  1809.  Starved  al-«o  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1811  te  Jan.  1814,  indndiog 
the  battle  of  Albuhr^ri  ;  actions  at  Usagio  and  Almar&K ;  hiege  of  Bofifjoz ;  buttles  of  Vittoria^ 
Pampelnna,  and  the  Pyrf  nees. 

183  Mitjor-General  Sathirluud  served  in  the  Aithantee  war,  on  the  Gold  Coast  in  1824. 

184  Mujor-Geueral  Kiiney  served  with  the  82tid  at  the  siege  and  capture  (ff  Copenhagen  in 
1807;  with  Sir  Bront  Spencer's  e^cpedition  off  the  coast  of  Spain,  and  at  Cadis  on  surrender  of 
the  French  fleet;  from  thence  joined  Sir  Arthur  Welletiley's  army  at  Mt^ndego  Bay,  and  wu 
afterwards  present  at  the  battled  of  K)leia,  Vimiera,  and  Corunni,  also  the  retieat  under  Sir 
John  Moore.  Accompanied  the  regiiiimt  to  Waleheren  in  1809,  and  was  present  at  the  snr* 
render  (»f  Middleburgh,  bie^e  uud  cuprure  of  Flukhintr.  Joine<i  the  army  in  the  Peninsula  ia 
May  1812,  and  served  as  Airle-dfcamp  to  Sir  Thomas  Bradford  during  the  siege  of  the  Forts  of 
Salamanca,  buttle  of  Salamanca,  ciptu re  ol  Madrid,  siege  of  Burgos,  retreat  therefrom,  actions 
at  Tiirqnemada  and  Dut'nas.  Served  afterwards  iu  the  Ptirtu^uese  service  in  advance  through 
the  Tras-os-Montes  in  1813,  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  actions  of  Villa  Franca  and  Toluso,  storm 
of  the  fortifitd  convent  in  front  of  S<in  Sebastian,  at  l>oth  the  si<'ges  und  storm  ff  San  Sebaatiaii, 
passage  of  the  Bidausotu  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  battles  of  the  Nive  on  the  9th  and  10th  Dea— 
severely  wounded :  wounded  also  at  the  siege  of  San  Sebastian.  Served  in  France  with  the 
Army  of  Occupation  from  the  capituiarion  of  Paria  in  1815  to  the  end  of  1818. 

18is  Mijor-General  Dal^eli  served  with  the  43rd  at  the  battle  of  Kioge  and  surrender  of 
Copenhagen  in  1807;  also  the  Corunna  campaign  in  1808-9.  Returned  to  the  P€*niosula  with 
the  regiment  in  1809,  where  he  serred  wntil  the  end  of  that  war  in  1R14  (except  an  abaenee  in 
oonsequenoe  of  a  wound),  including  the  action  of  the  Coa  neiar  Almeiday  battle  of  Bohuxs  n- 
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tnttt  io  ihm  Idnet  al  Lisbon,  ftd?«iioe  after  MaMeoa»  actioai  of  Fombal,  Bedinha  (woim4ed)f 
Fob  d'Anmce,  Casal  Nova,  and  Sabugal-^sererely  wounded;  battles  of  YUlorla  and  Tooloosi, 
far  whioh  last  he  reoeiTed  the  brevet  rank  of  Major.  Served  also  in  the  oampaign  oi  1815, 
and  was  present  at  the  eaptnre  of  Paris. 

186  Major-G«ieral  Walton  served  with  the  Coldstream  Guards  at  the  siege  and  oaptnte  of 
CApenhaKen  in  1807.  He  embarked  for  the  Peninsula  in  1808»  and  served  the  campaigas  of 
1809»  1810,  and  the  first  part  of  1811 ;  and  was  present  at  the  passage  of  the  Douro  and  cap- 
tu-o  of  Oporto,  the  battles  of  Talavera  and  Bosaoo,  the  retreat  to  Uie  Lines  of  Torres  Ve4raa» 
and  the  subsequent  advanoe  to  the  Spatkish  frontier.  He  served  also  in  Holland,  Belgium,  and 
S'raaoe,  from  Kov.  1813  to  Nov.  1818;  and  was  present  at  the  bombardment  (^  Antirerpi  the 
attack  on  Borgen-op-Zoom,  the  battles  of  Qo&tre^ras  and  Waterloo,  and  the  capture  of  Pbris. 
He  aerved  for^^  yean  in  the  Coldstream  Ouardsi  and  commanded  the  regnant  upwards  of  six 
years. 

187  Major-General  Lewis  served  in  Sir  Bichard  Straohan's  action,  4th  Nov,  1805.  Oom- 
manded  a  battalion  of  Marines  in  the  Amerieaa  war,  including  the  action  at  Bladansburg,  attack 
on  Baitisaore,  and  varioua  Bkirmishes  in  the  Cfaesapeak. 

188  Major- Oeneral  Laaveaee,  prior  to  entering  the  Roval  Marines,  served  four  years  atid  a 
half  a«  Midshiposau  In  the  BoTal  Navy.  In  1793  he  served  at  Toulon;  landed  at  JB'oct  La  Malgue 
and  Foft  MuJgrave  during  the  siege.  In  1798,  at  the  capture  of  a  French  squadron  of  tl^ee 
frigates  and  two  brlga  off  Toulon.  In  1806,  battle  of  Trafalgar ;  the  ship  in  whioh  he  seitvcd, 
the  Cologtut,  lost  SOO  in  killed  and  wounded.  In  1810,  at  Cadiz  during  tbe  sieffei  was  the 
senior  detain  of  the  expedition  against  Malaga.  In  1814  and  15,  served  off  New  Xoric  on  the 
American  coast,  imtii  hostilities  finally  ceased. 

189  Migor-Qeneral  Jones  was  at  the  defeat  of  tbe  French  fleet  by  Lord  Howe,  1st  Jane  1794| 
and  by  I^rd  Bridport,  23  June  1795.  On  board  La  Hevolutionatre  when  she  captured  the 
Untie,  12th  April  1798.     Wrecked  off  Brest  in  1804,  and  deta'med  a  prisoner  of  war  until  1814. 

190  Ma5or-Ge«eral  Adair's  servji}es:-BatUeof  the  Nile}  eirge  and  capitulation  of  the  Castle 
of  Sl  Elmo,  Naples,  and  the  town  of  Capua,  in  1798;  blockade  of  Malta,  and  surrender  of  La 
Valetta$  Uoekade  of  Cadia,  and  present  at  an  attack  made  by  Spanish  gun-vessels  when  be- 
calmed under  the  batteries  of  that  town;  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Genereax,  at  the  capture  of  La 
Diane^  French  frigate.    Served  also  at  New  Orleans. 

19 1  Muor- Gkfteral  Connolly  served  in  Lord  Bridpor t  s  action,  23d  June  1795.  In  1796  serred 
in  the  Mediterrantao,  including  the  evacuation  of  Bastia,  capture  of  Porto  Ferrajo,  and  dest^uo* 
tion  of  MarteUo  Tower  in  St  Fiorenzo  Bay.  On  board  H.  M.  S.  ExceiUnt  in  the  battle  off 
Cbipe  Sb  Yhioent,  14th  Feb.  1797.  Capture  of  Admiral  Pen>ie*s  sauadron  off  Toulon  in  1798, 
consisting  of  three  frigates  and  two  brigs.

In  1812,  on  beard 
H.M.Si  Hamadryad,  when  attw^ed  by  French  privateers;  debarked  wiih  detachments  at  SchC" 
veling,  and  took  poesesiioa  oi  the  Hague  in  1814.  During  the  above  periods  he  has  been  ^&tj 
frequently  engaged  with  the  enemy  m  affairs  of  gun- boats  aod  batteries,  &c  &c  He  hai  re- 
ceived a  reward  from  the  Patriotic  Fund. 

192  Major-Gkneral  Shawe  served  the  campaigns  of  1810,  1811,  and  part  of  1812,  in  the  pen- 
insula, aochiding  the  battle  of  Bosaeo.  Served  also  in  Holland  and  Belgium  from  Nov.  1818  to 
Sept.  1814,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Bergen- op-Zoom.

1  Captain  Bellalrs  entered  the  10th  Hussars  in  1811,  and  retired  from  that  Regt.,  as  a 
Captain,  in  1819.  He  served  In  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  in  tlie  Peninsula,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  the  battles  in  the  Pyrenees  in  front  of  Pampeluna  on  the 
27th,  d8th,  2Dth,  and  dOth  July;  blockade  of  Pampeluna  from  18th  to  Slst  Oct,  when  it 
surrendered,  battle  of  Orthes,  action  at  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  besides  nuny  minor 
affairs.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1816,  including  the  action  at  Quatre  Bras,  the 
retreat  the  following  day,  and  battle  of  Waterloo :  horse  killed  on  the  retreat  from  Qoatre 
Bras,  and  two  wounded  under  him  at  Waterloo. 

2  Captain  Kineald  Joined  the  Rifle  Brigade  in  1809,  and  retired  from  it  as  a  Captain  la 
1831.  He  served  on  the  Walcheren  expedition  in  1809;  and  sobjiequently  in  the  Penin-

storming  of  Badajoz,  actions  on  the  heights  of  San  Christoval  and  at  Castrejon,  little  of 
Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  retreat  from  Salamanca,  in  which  he  was  acting  Brigade* 
Major  to  the  1st  Brigade  of  the  light  division ;  actions  at  San  Mnoos  and  San  Milan, 
battle  of  Vittoria,  and  three  days'  severe  sklrmbhiDg  in  following  the  enemy  to  Pampeluna, 
which  ended  in  the  capture  of  their  last  gun  by  the  Rifle  Brigade :  battles  of  the  Pyreoers, 
storming  the  heights  of  EchaUr,  storming  the  fortified  heights  of  Bits,  battles  of  the 
Nivelle  and  the  Nive,  together  with  those  near  Bayonne  on  the  0th,  10th,  11th,  12th,  and 
13th  Dec.  1813  ;  action  at  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  besides  numerous  minor  aflalrs. 
Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Quatre  Bras,  the  rotfcai 
on  the  following  day,  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  capture  of  Paris :  at  Waterloo  his  horse 
wounded  in  five  places  and  killed  uudcr  him.

1  M^lorBlakittoB  haTitig  pMMd  throafh  the  Royal  IfllUuy  Academy  at  Woolwich  In  1808,  he  proceeded 
to  India  as  a  Cadet  in  the  East  India  Company's  Berrice,  and  waa  appointed  to  the  Corpe  of  Engineers  on 
the  Madraa  Sttablishment,  being  then  on  half-pay  ai  a  Lieutenant  in  R.  M.  SerYlce.  In  1808  he  wrred  in 
the  campaign  against  the  Mahrattas,  and  was  engaged  in  the  battles  of  Anaye  and  Argaum,  and  at  the 
lieges  and  asaaults  of  Ahmednuggur  and  Oawilghur.  At  the'^suppression  of  the  mutiny  at  Vellote  in  1805 
he  dincted  the  gnas  by  which  the  gate  was  Mown  open.  In  1810  he  acted  at  Chief  Engineer  at  the  capture 
of  the  Island  of  Bouri>on.  Having  been  employed  in  reoonnoitrlng  the  coast  of  the  Isle  of  France  previous 
to  the  arrival  of  the  expedition,  he  was  Instrumental  in  discovering  the  spot  where  the  descent  was  made ; 
■ad,  having  been  appointed  to  the  charge  of  the  Guides,  he  led  the  advance  of  the  Army  until  the  surren- 
der  of  that  Island.  For  hie  services  on  the  above  occasion  he  was  nominated  Extra  Aide-de-Camp  to  the 
Commander-iq-Chief)  Sir  Samuel  Auehmuty,  on  the  expedition  to  Java  in  1811 ;  and  having  been  sent  in 
adianeewtth  the  Chief  Engineer  to  fix  on  the  point  of  landing,  he  was  engaged  in  a  serious  affair  on  the 
coast  in  the  boats  of  H.  M.  ships  Barracov-ta  and  Leda.

(tic|(e  of  Burgot),  Yittofia,  Pyieneefl,  Nivelle,  Ni?e,  Orthtei  and  Touloww;  medal  Ibr 
Salamanca,  and  a  cross  and  two  clasps  for  the  other  actions. 

%  Lieiit.-Oeiieral  Watson  served  in  Flanders  in  1703, 4,  and  6  •  inelnding  hattlee  of  St. 
Amand,  Famars,  siege  of  ValencienneB,  battle  of  lincelles^  attack  of  Dui&irk,  actions  of 
Lambric,  Cateau,  Lannoy,  Roubaix,  Mouveaux,  TempleuFe,  Toumay,  and  capture  of  Fort 
St.  Andrew.  Present  in  the  actions  of  the  aoth  Sept  3nd  and  6th  Oct  1700  at  the 
Helder.  Battle  of  the  Blue  Berg,  and  c^yture  of  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  1806,  Beslgned

50  Lieut-Colonel  Cruttenden  was  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe,  in  1815 ;  commanded  the 
JSmma  troop  ship  when  attacked  by  the  Nomueh  American  privateer,  in  the  West  Indies, 
which  he  b^t  off  with  great  loss. 

52  Lieut-Colonel  Wylde  served  in  Holland  in  1813  and  14,  and  commanded  atettery 
before  Antwerp  and  at  the  attack  on  Bergen-op-Zoom. 

53  Lieut-Colonel  C.  B.  Gordon  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France  flmn  May  1619  to 
the  end  of  the  war,  including  defence  of  Cadiz,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  passacre  of  the 
BMassoa,  and  Nivelle,  actions  in  front  of  Bayonne  (10th  to  13th  Dec.),  battle  of  Orlh«, 
oeeopatton  of  Bourdeaux,  subsequent  afihlrs  on  the  Dordogne,  and  investment  of  l9ie 
fortress  of  Blaye. 

54  Lieut.-Col.  Walker  was  at  the  capture  of  Flushing  hi  1809.  Served  tbo  part  ef 
the  campaigns  on  the  Frontier  of  Niagara  in  1818  and  14. 

65  lieat-Col.  Maclachlan  lenred  in  Spahi  in  1813  aud  14. 
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57  Major-Genend  Macdonald  was  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  1806,  and 
proceeded  from  theoce  on  the  expedition  to  Buenos  Ay  res,  where  he  was  twice  severely  wounded 
and  taken  prisoner:  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  South  of  France,  from  June,  1809,  to 
July,  1814,  including  the  battles  of  the  Coa  and  Busaco,  affairs  of  Redinha,  Pombal,  Con- 
delia,  and  Foz  d'Arouce ;  battles  of  Fuentcs  d*Onor  and  Salamanca,  affair  of  San  Munos, 
battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  aflkirs  of  the  Gave 
d'Oleron  and  Aire,  a[nd  battle  of  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including 
the  battle  of  Waterloo  (severely  wounded),  and  capture  of  Paris. 

58  Lieut-Colonel  Jackson  served  in  Canada  from  April,  1813,  to  Aug.  1815,  including 
the  actions  of  Chrystler's  Farm,  and  Plattsburg:  medal  for  the  former.

His  Majesty,  through  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  having  conferred 
on  him  the  rank  of  Colonel  on  a  particular  service,  he  sailed  early  in  1835  with  a  detach- 
ment of  artillery,  another  of  sappers,  a  proportion  of  seamen,  and  thirteen  military  and 
naval  officers;  with  whose  assistance  Colonel  Chesney  accomplished  the  extraordinary 
achievement  of  transporting  two  iron  steam  vessels  across  Syria,  and  floating  them  in  a 
perfect  state  on  the  Upper  Euphrates,  not  very  far  from  Aleppo.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
navigation  thus  commenced,  a  fearful  hurricane  carried  tlie  smaller  vessel  and  twenty  of 
her  men  to  the  bottom.  Colonel  Chesney  and  eight  others  being  saved  by  swimming.  Tho 
commander,  however,  persevered ;  and  in  the  remaining  vessel  he  not  only  completed  the 
surveys  of  the  river  Euphrates,  Tigris,  and  Kareen,  but  continued  the  undertaking  until  it 
was  Jtumed  over  in  the  following  year  to  the  East  India  Company.  His  late  Majesty 
warmly  approved  of  the  intrepidity  manifested  in  continuing  the  service  after  the  calami* 
tuus  loss  of  one-half  of  his  force,  and  the  brevet  rank  of  Major  was  bestowed  on  him  by 
the  KIngy  which  was  followed  by  that  of  Lieut.-Colonel  by  command  of  tlic  Queen.

the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1831,  including  tiie  action  at  the  landing  and  those  of  the  13th  and  91st  March,  the 
taking  of  Grand  Cairo,  and  all  the  subsequent  operations ;  siege  of  Copenhagen,  and  capture  of  the  Danish 
fleet,  in  1807;  expediUon  to  the  Scheldt  in  1800. 

S  Mr.Tbofnas's  services:— Campaign  in  Italy  in  1805,  including  the  occupation  of  Sicily.  Descent  on 
the  eoaat  of  Calabria,  battle  of  Maida,  and  siege  of  ScylU  Castle  in  1800.  Expedition  to  Sweden,  under  Sir 
John  Moore;  and  subsequently  in  Portugal  and  Spain,  up  to  the  retreat  to  Corunna,  in  1 808-0.  Capture  of 
Goaaaloape  in  1818. 

4  Doctor  Fogo  served  the  campaign  of  1808'0,  under  Sir  John  Moore,  including  the  battle  of  Corunna. 
Expedition  to  Walcheren.  On  a  Secret  Expedition  in  March,  1810,  which  landed  at  Cadiz  in  April,  rein- 
fmdnf  tha  army  under  Lord  Lynedoch.  The  Ordnance  force  being  greater  than  an  ordinary  regiment 
(USA  iBen)fe  and  Doctor  Fogo  being  senior  medical  officer,  ho  was  given  the  local  tank  of  Surgeon :  re- 
mained at  Cadlx  until  July,  1811,  when  he  returned  to  England  for  the  benefit  of  his  health.  Went  to  Por« 
tagal  In  Mafcb»  1818,  and  £rom  July  was  again  Senior  Ordnance  Medical  Officer  at  Cadis.  When  the  siege 
raieed  In  Augnst,  he  accompanied  the  force  which  followed  the  retiring  French  army ;  but  the  pursuit 


being  ftven  ap  at  Serille,  he  retomed  to  Cadix,  and  remained  there  until  Ita  fbial  evaeualioa  ia  Auf .  1814.

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War  Services  of  the  Officer  $  of  the  Royal  Marines. 

1  Colonel  Parke  wa«  present  in  Duncan's  victory  near  Camperdown,  11th  Oct,  1797  > 
commanded  two  companies  of  Marine  Artillery  in  Spain  in  1812,  and  three  companies  in 
America,  from  1813  to  1816,  including  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  entrenched  camp  at 
Hampton ;  besides  the  above,  he  has  been  twelve  times  engaged  with  the  enemy  In  boats 
and  on  shore. 

2  Colonel  Owen's  services : — Battle  of  Camperdown ;  defence  of  the  island  of  St.  Marcoo ; 
bombardment  of  La  Hogue ;  boarding  and  capture  of  India  ship  Chance  under  the 
batteries  at  Mauritius ;  burning  of  French  frigate  La  Prenneuse;  boarding  and  capture  of 
•hip  Sta  Nymph  in  harbour  of  Port  Louis  ;  battle  of  Trafalgar  ;  and,  although  wounded, 
was,  nevertheless,  the  first  person  on  board  the  Spanish  SO  gun  ship  Argonauta  ;  capture 
of  Copenhagen;  destruction  of  X«  Hohutte  and  Lion,  French  ships  of  the  line,  Cettc; 
destruction  of  a  French  privateer  brig  in  the  port  of  Negaya ;  capture  of  a  convoy  at 
LanguiUa,  the  batteries  being  first  carried  by  the  Marines ;  destruction  of  the  Porta  of 
Alessis  and  languUia  by  the  Marines  under  his  command,  after  having  charged  with  tkt 
bayonet  and  drfeated  a  battalion  qf  the  French  52<f  of  the  line,  of  a  very  superior  force. 
Commanded  a  battalion  on  the  North  Coast  of  Spain,  including  the  actions  of  Ala,  6th 
June;  near  Fontarabia,  11th  July;  and  at  Hemani,  IGth  March  1837,  when  the  Royal 
Marines  rendered  such  important  services  to  the  Queen  of  Spain  and  her  Allies. 

3  Colonel  Wright's  Services : —  Engaged  in  most  of  Lord  Nelson's  attacks  on  Rota  and 
Cadiz  in  1707  ;  battle  of  the  Nile ;  campaign  of  Naples  in  1799  ;  surrender  of  Ovo  and 
Novo,  Fort  St  Elmo,  Capua,  and  Ouata ;  cutting  out  of  the  Ouiep  at  Yigo;  Egypt  in  1801 ; 
and  battle  of  Algiers  in  181& 

4  Colonel  Aslett  was  present  in  the  battle  off  Camperdown  11th  Oct  1707.  Has  been 
repeatedly  in  action  with  the  Flotilla  off  Boulogne,  Havrenle-Grace,  but  was  employed 
principally  blockading,  Cadiz,  Brest,  Rochfort,  Carthagena,  and  Toulon. 

5  Colonel  Mercer  was  on  board  the  Topaze  when  she  engaged  two  French  IHgates  off 
Corfu,  and  in  the  boats  of  the  Topaze  cutting  out  the  enemy's  armed  vessels  at  Santa  Mauia 
In  1800;  also  in  Albania  in  cutting  out  on  various  occasions. 

8  Colonel  M*Callum  was  at  the  capture  of  the  Vietorin  French  privateer  in  botts 
under  his  command  in  1800 ;  battle  of  Trafalgar ;  forcing  the  Dardanelles  and  destroying  a 
Turkish  squadron  in  1807.  Employed  on  various  occasions  in  cutting  out  and  destroying 
enemy's  vessels. 

0  Colonel  Menzies  was  attached  to  Lord  Nelson's  squadron  off  Boulogne,  where  be 
participated  in  all  the  desperate  cutting-out  affairs  on  the  French  coast  against  Buona- 
parte's flotilla.  Commanded  a  detachment  of  Royal  Marines  landed  at  Port  Jackmrn 
during  an  insurrection  of  convicts,  in  March,  1804 ;  by  his  promptitude  and  exertions  the 
town  of  Sydney  and  indeed  the  colony  was  in  a  great  measure  preserved  and  tranquinUy 
restored.  On  the  22d  Jjiue,  1806,  he  was  in  one  of  the  boats  of  His  Majesty*s  Ship 
Mifterva,  cutting  out  five  vessels  from  under  Fort  Finis terre;  and  on  the  llth  July  fol- 
lowing he  was  in  the  barge  which,  when  50  miles  from  where  the  frigate  lay  at  anichor, 
captured  by  boarding  the  JBuena  Dieha  Spanish  privateer,  of  Uiree  times  the  force  of  tlic 
boat,  after  a  sharp  conflict :  this  attack  was  planned  by  Colonel  Menzies.  Commaniled 
and  headed  the  marines  at  the  storming  of  Fort  Finistcrre,  being  the  first  who  entered 
the  Fort.  In  boats  cutting  out  the  Spanish  vessel  of  war,  St.  Joseph^  from  the  Bav  ot 
Arosa,  where  he  landed  and  made  prisoner  the  Spanish  Commodore  who  delivered  to  Llsn 
hia  sword.  Commanded  the  Marines  at  the  capture  of  Fort  Guardla.  Slightly  woanded 
cutting  out  tb«  French  corvette,  La  Motel le,  from  under  a  battery  in  Basque  Roads. 
Tskiug  of  Fort  Camarinus  and  gun-boats  from  under  its  protection.  Repeatedly  engaged 
in  severe  boat-actions,  and  against  batteries.  Right  arm  amputated.  Receivcnl  a  sword 
of  honour  ftom  Uie  Patriotic  Fund.  Commanded  the  Royal  Marine  Artillery  from  1897 
to  1844. 

10  Colonel  Fergusson  served  at  the  capture  of  Rear  Admiral  Perry's  squadron  from 
Egypt  when  in  pursuit  of  the  French  and  Spanish  fleets  in  June,  1700.  Blockade  of  Malta 
and  capture  of  Admiral  Perry's  squadron  Le  G^nhenx  74^  ViUe  de  Mar$eUitt,  Sec.  with  a 
reinforcement  and  supplies  for  the  relief  of  the  garrison.  Was  wrecked  and  severely  In- 
jured on  board  H.M.S.  Queen  Charlotte  when  burnt  off  Leghorn  in  1800,  only  four  Mvtd 
out  of  a  detachment  of  nearly  200  marines,  including  supernumeraries,  in  all  upwards  of700 
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pci»me  peiisiied.  Serred  at  the  siege  of  Genoa  and  Sarona.  Destniction  of  the  fort  of 
Port  Eftpesie,  and  gnus  carried  off  by  H.M.  S.  Santa  Dorothea  in  1800,  to  which  ship  he 
then  belonged.  Serred  in  Egypt  under  the  command  of  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby  in  1801 
(mfifol).  In  1806  at  Maida.  Defence  of  Qaeta  and  Burrender  of  Tropea;  took  possession 
of  the  latter  town  with  his  detachment.  Served  again  in  Egypt  with  the  expedition  under 
Mi^or-General  Fraser  In  1807.  He  has  been  repeatedly  engaged  in  severe  boat  actions^ 
and  against  batteries,  and  debarked  witli  detachments  aiding  in  capturing  and  destroying 
■hips  and  convoys  on  tlie  enemy's  coast. 

IS  Colonel  Thomas  Peebles'  services : — In  action  with  Spanish  gun-boats  in  the  Out  of 
Gibraltar  in  1799,  and  recapturing  the  Lady  NeUon  cutter  by  the  boats  of  H.  M.  S.  Qiueen 
CkarMte.  Blockade  of  Malta  in  1800,  and  capture  of  Admiral  Pence's  squadron.  On 
board  H.  M.  S.  Queen  Charlotte  when  that  ship  was  burnt  off  Leghorn,  17th  March,  1800. 
Debarked  in  command  of  the  marines  of  H.M. S.  Santa  Therem  and  Mutine  in  a  succesa- 
fal  attack  on  the  town  of  Finale,  and  relief  of  the  Austrian  garrison.  Storming  the  Prima 
Galley  (on  the  night  of  the  20th  May)  chained  to  the  mole  head  batteries  of  Genoa  by  the 
boats  of  the  fleet  under  Captain  Beavor,  R.  N.  Siege  and  bombardment  of  Genoa  in-  con* 
jimction  with  the  Austrian  army,  and  surrender  of  the  city  and  French  garrison  under . 
General  Massena.  On  board  H.  M.  9.  Minotaur  at  the  capture  of  Le  Pax  and  Bemeralda 
Spanish  ships  from  under  the  batteries  of  Barcelona,  1801.  Wounded  in  H.M.S.  Cttro» 
tine^i  boats  off  Ivica  in  action  with  a  French  sebeck  and  Spanish  packet.  Blockade  of 
Leghorn  and  deflence  of  Elba,  and  attack  on  vessels  in  the  Mole  of  Leghorn  by  the  boats  of 
H.  M.  S.  Caroline  and  Salamine,  Served  in  the  blockading  fleets  off  Brest,  Rochfbrt  and 
Cadiz,  frequently  engaged  in  boat  actions  on  those  coasts.  1805.  On  board  H.  M.  S. 
Blanche  in  the  West  Indies  severely  wounded  and  made  prisoner  in  the  action  between  that 
ship  and  a  French  squadron  under  Commodore  Baudine.  Served  subsequently  in  the 
West  Indies,  and  also  in  the  Archipdago  in  1830.  Served  several  years  on  the  staff  as 
adjutant  and  deputy  judge  advocate.     Has  received  a  reward  from  the  Patriotic  Fund. 

13  tieut-Col.  Burton  served  in  the  Baltic,  coast  of  Spain,  and  West  Indies,  in  1801  and  S  j 
North  Sea  and  West  Indies  in  1803, 4,  and  5 ,  in  the  North  Sea,  and  wrecked  in  the  West 
Indies,  in  H.M.S.  Astrea,  in  1808 ;  Adjutant  2nd  battalion  on  the  coast  of  Spain  in  1812  and 
13^  and  during  the  whole  of  the  campaigns  in  America  in  1813  and  14 ;  has  been  frequently 
engaged  with  the  enemy  in  boat  afihirs. 

14  Lieut.-Col.  Pilcher  served  with  the  boats  of  the  British  fleet,  in  1801,  In  their  occasional 
attack  of  the  Spanish  gun-boats  and  vessels  off  Cadiz.  In  1803,  served  in  His  Majesty's 
Ship,  Raieonablejhk  the  North  Sea ;  1804,  attack  of  the  gun-boats  and  batteries  at  Boulogne; 
July  22, 1805,  in  the  general  action  and  defeat  of  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain. 
In  August  following,  in  action  with  La  Topaze,  French  frigate.  January  1806,  landed  with 
a  battalion  of  Marines  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  In  June  fol- 
lowing, with  the  same  battalion,  at  the  attack  and  defeat  of  the  Spanish  troops  on  the  road 
to  Buenos  Ayres,  and  at  the  capture  of  that  city :  in  August  foUowing,  at  tiie  defence  of 
that  city  against  the  Spanish  forces,  after  three  days'  action,  taken  prisoner,  with  the  rest 
of  the  British.  1811,  served  in  the  North  Sea,  in  attacks  with  the  Danish  gun-boats. 
1813  and  1814,  off  the  coast  of  France  and  America.  Appointed  to  the  2d  batalion  of 
Royal  Marines,  and  was  at  the  attack  of  the  American  army  and  its  defeat  on  the  road  to 
Baltimore,  when  Maj.-Gen.  Ross  was  killed.  .At  the  attack  of  the  American  troops  at 
Famham  church :  commanded  upon  this  occasion  the  advance,  consisting  of  small  detach- 
ments of  the  21st,  44th,  and  85th  regts.  and  marines.  In  1815,  was  at  the  attack  of  the 
American  Rifle  force  near  Point  k  Petie,  and  the  capture  of  that  fort  in  West  Florida. 
From  1819  to  1821,  served  in  His  Majesty's  Ship,  Vigo,  at  St.  Helena,  during  the  last  nine 
months  of  Buonaparte's  lifie,  and  assisted  with  the  marines  at  his  interment. 

15  Lieut.-Col.  Gibsone  was  on  board  the  Safeguard  mortar  brig  in  a  severe  action  with 
a  division  of  Danish  gun-boats  between  Anholt  and  Jutland,  on  the  29th  June  1811.  The 
following  year  he  was  engaged  at  Cateria  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain,  and  was  the  officer 
who  accompanied  Capt.  Parke  with  two  24-pounder8  intended  for  the  British  army  before 
Burgos.  In  1813  and  14  he  served  in  the  American  war,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  on 
Craney  Island,  taking  of  Hampton,  defence  of  the  Lines  of  Chippewa,  and  other  affairs. 

16  Lieut.-Col.  Ballingall  prior  to  entering  the  Royal  Marines,  served  as  a  Midshipman  at 
Copenhagen  in  1801 ;  landed  at  Vlmiera,  21  Aug.,  1806 ;  wns  r.  volunteer  in  the  boats  of  the 
BefUtanee  at  the  boarding  and  carrying  La  Mouche,  Frrnch  man-of-war  schooner,  under 
a  constant  fire  of  grape  and  musquetry ;  the  commander  fell  by  the  hand  of  Capt.  B.  26

20  Lieat.-CoL  Mercer  assisted  at  the  destruction  of  the  French  squadron  in  Baaqne  Roads, 
He  was  repeatedly  landed  on  the  North  Coast  of  S])ain  in  1810,  co-operating  with  the 
Patriots.  In  1812,  while  embarked  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Java^  he  was  engaged  with  and 
captured  by  the  United  States  frigate  Constitution.

April  1800 ;  and  various  other  afiairs  in  the  ship  or  her  boats  :  alMve  forty  times  under  fire.

In  1806  and  1807, 
during  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  In  1809,  and  was  engaged  in  several  flotilla  aifainon 
the  ScheldL  Served  also  at  the  successful  defence  of  Cadiz  and  of  Tarila  in  1810  and  1811 ; 
was  engaged  in  several  detached  operations,  particularly  in  one  of  a  severe  charactiar  on  the 
river  Guadalquiver.  In  1813  was  employed  on  the  coast  of  America,  where  he  was  eogmpd 
in  an  attack  on  Craney  Island,  and  at  the  taking  of  Hampton  and  Oeracoke  oader  Sir 
Geoige  Cockbom.    Served  in  Canada  at  the  taking  of  Oswego,  on  which  occaihwi  be  Waa 
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mentfoned  in  Sir  Gordon  Dnmunond's  despatclieB.  Engaged  during  a  six  weeks'  siege  of 
Fort  Brie,  and  was  intrusted  with  tlie  construction  of  a  fieid-work  for  the  defence  of  the 
right  of  the  position  on  Chippewa  Creek,  wliich  was  menaced  by  a  very  superior  force.

and  at  the  destruction  of  several  American  privateers  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  by  the

33  Major  Scott  was  at  the  destruction  of  two  ships  of  the  line  in  the  Bay  of  Cette,  26th 
Oct.  1809;  in  action  with  the  French  fleet  off  Toulon,  19th  July,  1811;  in  the  action  at 
Nevttrino,  20th  Oct.  1827. 

94  Major  Leonard  was  at  the  storming  of  the  enemy's  works  at  the  Island  of  Santa 
Maura,  and  at  the  siege  of  the  fortress  until  its  surrender  in  March,  1810.  Served  in  three 
boat  actions  when  belonging  to  the  Magnificent,  When  in  the  Perlea  he  was  in  action  with 
one  )ine-of-battle  ship  and  two  frigates,  off  Toulon,  from  eight  until  three  o'clock,  Nov.  1811. 
In  a  boat  action,  and  about  the  same  time,  engaged  with  the  batteries  and  three  armed 
schooners  at  the  entrance  of  the  Petit  Pass,  off  Toulon. 

36  Major  Robinson  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  in  1807,  and  was  engaged  in 
the  in-«horc  squadron  with  the  Danish  flotilla  and  crown  batteries.  In  the  action  with 
and  destruction  of  the  French  squadron  in  the  inner  roads  of  Aix,  12th  April,  1809,  in  the 
Valiant,  the  senior  oflScer's  ship  actually  engaged.  At  the  siege  of  Flushing,  and  the  sub* 
sequent  operations  in  the  Scheldt  in  1809.  On  the  coast  of  France  in  1810  and  1811  in 
boat  affhirs.  In  the  Ist  battalion  of  Royal  Marines  throughout  the  campaign  of  1813  in  the 
Chesapeak,  commencing  with  the  attack  on  Cranie  Island.  In  the  same  battalion  in  the 
defence  of  Lower  Canada  in  the  winter  of  1813  and  in  1814  principally  employed  on  the 
ontpoflts  of  the  army  on  the  American  frontier.

88  Major  Philips  served  as  a  Midshipman  on  board  H.M.S.  Belleisle  at  the  battle  of 
Trafalgar.  As  an  officer  of  Royal  Marines,  he  was  present  at  the  storming  of  three  of  the 
enemy^  entrenched  batteries  and  siege  of  Santa  Maura,  and  frequently  employed  in  boat 
affilirs  on  the  coasts  of  Italy  and  Dalmatia.  In  April  1812,  he  joined  the  first  Battalion ; 
served  wHh  it  in  Spain  and  in  America,  including  the  storming  of  the  enemy's  entrenched 
caAp  at  Hampton  in  Virginia,  and  frequent  affairs  with  the  enemy  there.  Detached  to 
Canada  and  served  under  C(»nmodore  Sir  James  Yeo,  on  the  Lakes  Ontario,  Erie,  and 
ChflmpfadB. 
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40  IfAJor  Calamy  hat  fleired  in  every  quarter  of  theriote^  and  in  tiie  actions  of  Ky* 
Imii^y  Flushingy  Isle  of  France,  Java,  and  eereral  minor  affairs  with  gim-lmats,  kc  He  was 
Brigade  Major  to  the  British  Foroes  landed  in  Syria  in  1840. 

41  Mf^or  Fynmore,  previously  to  entering  the  Royal  Marines,  served  several  years  as 
midshipman  in  the  navy,  and  was  at  the  battle  of  TmfSUgar  and  at  Buenoa  Ayres  in  \WJ, 
In  1609  and  10  he  served  in  the  Great  Belt  in  command  of  a  gim-boat  employed  in  the 
protection  of  our  convoys,  and  was  engaged  with  the  enemy's  gun  and  row-boats.  On  the 
night  of  the  Ist  of  Aug.  1810  cut  out  three  merchant  vessels  under  a  heavy  fire  of  field- 
pleoes  and  muslcetry.  8ix  weeks  detached  from  H.H.S.  Vanguard  the  same  jrear,  to 
intereept  the  communication  between  the  Port  of  Rostock  and  Wlsmar ;  assisted  at  the 
capture  of  a  convoy  of  five  sail,  and  drove  on  shore  and  destroyed  an  armed  row-boat.  In 
1816  he  served  at  Algiers;  and  in  1821,  22,  and  23,  in  the  West  Indies,  and  was  engaged 
with  piratical  vessels  on  the  coast  of  Cuba,  five  of  which  were  captured.

45  Captain  Henry  was  at  the  capture  of  Anholt,  May,  1600;  at  Fort  Mobile,  1815;  the 
victoiy  of  Algiers,  August,  1810 ;  and  was  frequently  engaged  with  boats  in  the  Baltic,  sad 
with  the  American  troops  in  the  Floridas. 

46  Capti^  Qraham  served  with  the  army  ia  the  battalion  fonned  of  the  maiiacs  of  the 
aquadron  at  the  taking  of  Walcheren  in  1800.  Also  served  in  the  1st  battalion  in  Portugal 
and  in  operations  on  the  North  Coast  cf  Spain,  at  the  taking  and  defence  of  Castro.  Pro- 
ceeded with  the  liattalion  to  America,  where  it  was  brigaded  under  Sir  Sidney  Beck  with  at 
the  attack  upon  Norfolk,  and  the  taking  of  Hampton,  and  several  small  places.  The  bri- 
gade being  broken  up,  he  went  with  the  iNittalion  to  Canada;  whilst  there,  he  was  sent 
with  a  detachment  in  command  of  a  division  of  gun  boats  to  attack  a  battery  at  the  head 
of  Iske  Champlain,  with  which  they  were  engaged  some  hours.

Cochrane  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Quadaloupe,  St.  Martin's  and  St.  EustaUa 
in  1810.  In  blockading  squadruns  off*  Brest,  L'Orient,  and  Basque  Roads,  including  sewral 
successful  boat  affkirs  under  the  Batteries  of  Rochelle  and  Isle  d'Aix  in  1811.  In  coast 
operations.  North  of  Spain;  and,  with  the  first  battalion  of  Marines,  in  Portugal,  In  1812. 
At  the  attack  on  Norfolk,  and  the  entrenched  camp  of  Hampton,  &e.  in  the  Chesapeake. 
Served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  at  the  advanced  posts  In  Lower  Canada,  and  in 
command  of  a  division  of  seven  gun-boata  employed  blockading  the  enemy's  flotilla  at 
Plataburg.  At  the  defence  of  La  Cole  Mill.  Adjutant  to  a  Light  Corps  formetl  of  the 
flank  companies  of  the  9A  West  India  Regiment  and  Marine  Battalions  at  the  attack  and 
capture  of  Fort  Peter,  the  fortifie<l  positions  of  St.  Mary's  and  Cumberland  Island  (cnust 
of  Georgia).

Jean  d*Aere*    Served 
ftbo  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  at  the  camp  at  D'Jouni. 

55  Captain  Law  was  in  the  action  with,  and  capture  of  the  Chesapeake  by  the  Shanntm,  let 
Jane,  1813 ;  at  the  capture  of  Fort  St.  Elmo,  and  tiie  batteries  at  Naples,  81  st  May,  1815. 

57  Captain  Thomas  Pynmore  was  at  the  capture  of  a  French  privateer  schooner  of  16 
gons  and  06  men,  besides  other  boat  seryice  in  1611.  In  the  partial  action  with  the  French 
fleet  oiT  Toulon  in  1814.  Was  landed  at  Mahon  in  command  of  a  guard  to  protect  the 
person  of  tiie  Spanish  goyernor  A*om  the  threatened  riolence  of  the  Walloon  guanls.  Bent 
to  the  city  of  Florence  in  7815,  to  place  himself  imder  the  directions  of  General  Count 
Nugent,  commander-in-chief  of  the  Austrian  army,  as  extra  aide-de-camp,  and  was  at  the 
taking  of  the  city  of  Naples.  In  1823  he  was  sent  up  to  the  city  of  lima  to  protect 
English  merchants'  property  against  the  attaclES  of  the  Negro  slaves  during  the  civil  war 
The  80th  Oct.  1827,  was  at  the  battle  of  Navarino,  for  which  service  he  was  promoted  by 
His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Clarence,  but  in  consequence  of  belonging  to  a  gradation 
corps  the  appointment  was  afterwards  cancelled.  Served  with  the  French  army  at  the 
reduction  of  tiie  town  and  fortress  of  Patras  and  the  Morea  castle ;  served  afterwards  in  the 
West  Indies,  North  Sea,  and  off  Oporto  during  the  civil  war  between  Don  Pedro  and  Don 
Miguel.  In  1833  Joined  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  at  Lisbon,  commanded  by  Colonel 
Adair,  C.  B.  In  April,  1837,  embarked  on  board  H.  M.S.  CMfor(96),  on  the  10th  Oct. 
was  landed  in  command  of  his  detachment  on  the  Albanian  coast  to  attack  Pirates.  Served 
on  the  8.  E.  coast  of  Spain  from  4th  Jan.  38  to  30  Jan.  89. 

50  Captain  Brown's  services: — attack  on  French  fbrts  at  Clota  June  1812;  attack  and 
capture  of  the  town  of  L'Escalia,  In  the  Bay  of  Rosas,  1812;  partial  engagement  with 
the  French  fleet,  near  Toulon,  1813 ;  attack  of  Algiers ;  destruction  of  Greek  pirates  at  Potto 
Buuo,  Isle  of  Candia,  June,  1820. 

01  Major  Hurdle  was  at  the  attack  on  the  fbrts  and  harbour  of  Courageanx  in  1815 ; 
battle  of  Navarino  in  1827 ;  and  engagement  at  Punta  Obligada  in  the  river  Parana  on  the 
doth  Nov.  1845. 

63  Captain  Appleton  served  in  the  battalion  of  Marines  in  co-operation  with  the  allied 
forces  in  Syria,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  and  surrender  of  the  fortress  of  St.  Jean 
D'Acre  on  the  3d  November,  1840. 

64  Captain  Dwycr  served  in  the  blockading  squadrons  off  Flushing,  the  Tezel,  and 
off  Brest.  Since  the  peace  he  has  served  in  the  East  and  West  Indies,  and  the  Mediter- 
ranean. 

67  Captain  Mitford  was  employed  on  the  coast  of  Syria  during  the  whole  of  the  opera- 
tions against  the  Egyptians;  he  landed  and  served  with  the  battalion  at  the  Gamp  d'Jonni 
and  was  present  at  the  bombardment  of  St.  Jean  d'Aere.  He  has  been  prtsented  with  a 
medal  from  the  Sultan. 

68  Captain  Parkers  services : — Co-operation  with  the  Spanish  forces  and  Legion  near  San 
Sebastian,  and  under  Espartero  in  raising  the  siege  of  Bllboa. 

60  Major  Stransham  served  at  the  battle  of  Navarino,  in  1827.  Also  on  the  China  ex* 
pedition,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  attack  on  the  defences  of  Canton,  18th  March, 
1841. 

70  Captain  Anderson  served  at  the  battle  of  Navarino,  in  1827. 

71  Capt.  Logan's  services : — ^Co-operation  with  the  French  army  in  the  Morea.  Present 
at  the  siege  of  Patras.    Co-operation  with  Spani^  forces  and  legion  near  San  Sebastian. 

73  Captain  John  Miller  served  at  the  battle  of  Navarino,  in  1827. 

75  Capt.  George  Elliott  served  on  the  China  expedition,  and  was  wounded  in  the  attack 
on  the  intrenched  camps  on  the  heights  of  Scg^n,  15th  March,  1842. 

77  Major  Langford  served  in  co-operation  with  the  Spanish  and  Legion  Forces  on  the 
norUi  coast  of  Spain  for  a  period  of  nearly  four  years  and  a  half,  including  the  actions  of 
Fuenterabla  and  Hcmanl.  He  obtained  the  Brevet  rank  of  Major  for  service  in  New 
Zealand  in  1845-6. 

79  Captain  Urqnhart  was  at  the  reduction  of  the  Fort  of  Munora  in  Scinde,  in  Feb.  1830. 
Debarked  with  a  detachment  of  his  Corps,  under  a  brisk  fire,  at  Bushier  in  tlie  Persian 
Gulf,  for  the  protection  of  the  East  India  Company's  Political  Resident.  He  waft  present 
at  nearly  iJl  the  affairs  in  China,  from  the  capture  of  Chusan  up  to  the  attack  on  the  heights 
above  Canton,  under  Sir  Hugh  Gough.  His  name  was  also  favourably  mentioned  in  the 
Dispatches  of  Sir  Gordon  Bremer. 

80  Captain  Fraser  landed  for  the  protection  of  British  property  at  Lima,  during  the  revo- 
lution in  Dec.  1835,  when  in  possession  of  the  rebels.  For  his  conduct  on  that  occasion,  he 
was  presented  with  a  piece  or  plate  by  the  merchants. 

81  Captain  J.  H.  Wright  served  with  the  Battalion,  In  co-operation  with  the  Spanish  and 
L^on  forces  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain,  fh>m  1836  to  1840,  and  was  present  at  the 
actions  of  Puenterabia  and  Hemani. 

83  Lieut.  Langley  served  in  the  operations  on  the  North  Coast  of  Spain  in  command  of 
the  ftetachment  of  Royal  Marines  of  H.M.S.  Castor,  durhig  1884  and  two  following  yetm, 
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and  was  severely  wounded  on  the  0th  June  1836,  defending  the  heights  of  PasBiges  against 
a  very  superior  force  of  Carlists. 

84  Lieut*  firittain  was  presented  with  a  sword  by  the  merchants  of  Bombay,  for  sertlccs 
performed  against  pirates  in  the  Straits  of  MahMca. 

85  Lieut.  Simon  Fraser  served  throughout  the  campaign  in  Syria,  including  the  storm 
and  capture  of  Sidon,  the  surrender  of  Beyrout,  and  the  bombardment  and  capture  of 
St.  Jean  d'Aete. 

86  Lieut.  Parker  was  wounded  through  tho  arm  at  Prescott,  in  Upper  Canada,  Idth 
Nov.  1838. 

87  Lieut.  Maxwell  served  on  the  China  expedition,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Chuenpee.  attack  of  batteries  of  Anunghoy  and  North  Wantung,  advance  on  Canton, 
storming  the  heights  and  entrenched  camp  of  Canton,  bombardment  of  Colongso. 

88  Lieut.  Spalding  served  in  command  of  a  Company  throughout  the  operations  in 
Syria,  in  1840,  and  was  slightly  wounded  at  the  attack  on  Gebail.  He  has  received  the 
Syrian  Medal.  ^ 

80  Lieut.  Marriott  served  two  years  with  the  expeditionary  force  in  Chhia,  and  was 
present  at  the  first  capture  of  Chusan ;  assisted  at  the  demolition  of  the  Bogne  Ports  in 
the  Canton  River ;  participated  in  the  actions  of  the  first  and  second  Ban ;  was  engaged 
in  the  destruction  of  all  the  enemy's  sea  and  river  defences,  including  the  fortresses  of 
French  Folly  and  Hoqua's  Fort ;  bombardment  and  taking  of  Macao  Passage  Port ; 
storming  of  the  Bird's  Nest  Battery,  and  finally  at  the  combined  attack  on  the  enemy's 
position  and  entrenched  camp  on  the  heights  above  Canton. 

00  Lieut.  Shewen  was  employed  during  the  whole  of  the  campaign  on  the  coast  of  Syria, 
including  the  storming  and  capture  of  Sidon,  surrender  of  Beyrout,  and  bombardment  and 
fall  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre.    Served  also  with  the  Battalion  at  the  camp  at  d'Jouni. 

02  Lieut,  Timpson  served  as  Adjutant  to  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  In  1849  at  tlie  cap- 
ture of  Tscke  and  heights  of  Segoan,  attack  on  the  hill  defimoes  and  capture  of  Chapoo^ 
capture  of  the  batteries  and  city  of  Woosung,  capture  of  the  batteries  of  le  Shan,  assault 
and  captuze  of  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  lauding  before  Nankin. 

04  Lieut.  A.  J.  B.  Hambly  served  on  the  China  expedition,  and  was  severely  wounded 
in  the  attack  on  the  intrenched  camps  on  the  heights  of  Segoan,  15th  March,  1848. 

lOS  Lieut.  Adair  was  slightly  wounded  in  the  assault  upon  Gebafl,  in  Syria,  ISth 
Sept.  1840. 

103  Lieut.  Farmer  served  on  the  China  expedition,  and  was  present  at  the  iMttle  of 
Chuenpee,  attack  of  the  Anunghoy  batteries,  advance  on  Canton,  capture  of  the  hetghts  of 
Canton,  capture  of  Colongso,  second  capture  of  Chusan,  assault  and  captnre  of  the  citadel 
and  city  of  Chinhae,  entry  into  Ningpo. 

104  Lieut.  J.  A.  Stewart  served  on  the  coast  of  Syria  during  the  whole  of  the  campaign, 
and  was  at  the  taking  of  Sidon,  and  at  the  siege  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre  in  H.  M.  S.  ^dinhurifh. 
Served  also  on  the  coast  of  Africa  for  two  years,  during  which  time  he  assisted  at  the  de- 
struction of  several  Barracoons  on  the  coast,  when  about  1200  slaves  were  liberated. 

105  Lieut.  Pickard  served  on  the  China  expedition,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  ot 
Chuenpee,  attack  of  batteries  of  Anunghoy  and  North  Wantung,  advance  on  Canton, 
storming  the  heights  of  Canton,  bombardment  of  Colong^. 

106  Lieut.  Polkinghome  served  on  the  China  expedition,  and  was  present  at  the  attack 
of  the  heights  of  Canton,  bombardment  of  Colongso  and  driving  the  Chinese  from  tlieir 
strong  batteries,  second  capture  of  Chusan,  storming  and  capture  of  the  citadel  and  city  of 
Chinhae. 

107  Capt.  Hookey  served  as  Volunteer  1st  class,  in  Ilis  Majesty's  ship  Prince  of  ITn/rf , 
from  Jan.  to  Dec.  1805,  and  was  in  the  general  action  of  the  22nd  Dec.  1605.  Served  in 
the  West  Indies,  from  1806  until  1800,  including  the  capture  of  Les  Saints,  and  Martinlqae, 
and  several  actions  in  boats  cutting  out  French  vessels,  and  destroying  batteries,  &c.  From 
1800  to  1811  served  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Theban,  blockading  the  French  flotilla  at  Boulogne' ; 
several  times  in  action  with  them.  Assisted  in  the  boats  cutting  out  a  large  French  Inggrr 
at  Dieppe.  From  1812tolB14,  served  on  board  His  Majesty's  ship  Daphne,  in  the  Baltic, 
and  was  several  times  in  action  with  Danish  gun-boats  in  the  Belt. 

108  Capt.  Moore  served  inH.M.  8.^  mpAion.  from  May,  1803  to  July,  1811 ;  was  In  the  ac- 
tion with  and  capture  of  four  Spanish  frigates  off  Cape  St.  Mary's  ;  action  with  flotilla  of 
gunboats  in  Gibraltar  Bay  ;  cutting  out  a  schooner  in  Corsica ;  a  severe  action  with  a  French 
frigate,  and  driven  on  shore  under  the  batteries  in  the  Bay  of  Rivera  in  1806.  Served  at 
the  taking  of  Pecan,  and  capture  of  large  convoys.  Commanded  the  marines  at  the  taking 
of  Cootelazza  in  1800,  and  taking  six  gunboats.  Commanded  the  marines  of  the  squadroo 
at  the  taking  of  Grao  and  large  convoys  laden  with  military  stores,  after  a  most  aaagai- 
nary  action  with  a  garrison  of  French  troops  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  when  the  whole 
of  the  garrison  were  killed,  wounded,  or  made  prisoners, ~for  this  action  and  pie^hms 
services  he  was  made  brevet-captain.  Present  also  at  the  capture  of  several  oth^ 
on  the  ooast  of  the  Adriatic,  and  destruction  of  convoys.    He  was  i«ilor  officer  of 
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ines  in  the  aotion  off  LiMa,  Idth  Marefa,  1810,  and  was  twice  yery  severely  wounded  and 
twice  rewarded  from  Patriotic  Fund.  He  has  been  in  upwards  of  30  successful  contests 
with  the  enewy,  and  frequently  oiBcially  mentioned  for  gallantry. 

109  Capt.  little  served  in  the  channel  fleet  and  at  the  blockade  of  Ferrol  and  Comnna 
in  1803*4.  Appointed  to  the  Boyal  Marine  Artillery  on  the  formation  of  that  corps  in 
1804,  and  was  employed  in  various  bomb  vessels  on  the  enemy's  coast  co-operating  with 
the  land  forces,  or  on  detached  service.  In  command  of  the  mortars  in  the  Ventviut 
bomb  at  the  attack  of  Boulogne.  Blockade  of  Cadiz  in  1809 ;  and  subsequently  at  the 
blockade  of  Rochfort,  where  he  commanded  a  storming  party  in  a  successful  night  attack 
on  the  coast,  on  which  occasion  he  received  the  particular  thanks  of  the  Admiralty,  and 
was  rewarded  by  the  Patriotic  Fund : — at  the  commencement  of  this  attack  he  was  severely 
wounded  by  a  musket-ball  shattering  the  wrist  which  rendered  amputation  of  the  right 
hand  necessary. 

1 10  Captain  Wolrige  served  in  the  year  1809  with  Lord  Cochrane  in  Basque  Roads  ;  and 
in  the  same  year  was  engaged  in  action  witii  gun-boats  in  the  Baltic.  From  1810  to  1812 
defence  of  Cadiz  and  Tarifa.  Severely  wounded  at  South  Beveland  in  1814,  and  lecdved 
a  reward  from  the  Patriotic  Fund.     Present  at  the  battle  of  Algiers  in  1816. 

111  Captain  Toby  served  from  1810  to  12  inclusive,  on  the  Coast  of  France.  From  1813 
to  10,  with  the  Ist  battalion  (Royal  Marines)  in  America,  and  on  the  Lakes  of  Canada. 
Since  the  Peace,  he  has  served  in  the  Mediterranean,  on  the  coasts  of  Africa,  and  South 
America.    He  has  been  frequently  engaged  in  boat  actions  with  batteries,  dec.  &c. 

112  Doctor  Rae  has  served  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe ;  eight  years  in  the  East  Indies  at 
one  period,  and  was  at  the  destruction  of  the  Dutch  squadron  in  Surabaya,  in  1808.  He  has 
been  in  frequent  engagements  with  batteries,  and  in  the  cutting  out  of  numerous  vessels,  and 
in  many  boat-actions. 

113  Doctor  Irvine  was  actively  employed  on  the  coast  of  North  America  in  1814  and  Ifi, 
as  Assistant-Surgeon  of  H.  M.  S.  Spettcer,  and  Acting-Suigeon  of  H.  M.  sloop  IHspatek, 
being  in  boat  service,  and  frequently  under  the  fire  of  the  enemy.  He  was  surgeon  of  the 
AUigator  at  Rangoon  during  the  Barmese  wai*,  where  he  had  also  charge  of  the  Hospital 
Ship  establialied  for  the  reception  of  the  sick  and  wounded  of  the  flotilla  employed  in  the 
Irrawaddy.  He  was  surgeon  of  the  JMrtmauth  in  the  battle  of  Navarino,  and  of  the  flag 
ships.  1$^/.  Vmoent  and  Britannia  in  the  Mediterranean :  whilst  in  the  latter  ship  Dr.  Irvine 
gained  the  gold  medal  of  Sir  Gilbert  Blane  for  his  Medical  Journal. 

114  Captain  Hawkins  commanded  the  Royal  Marines  (about  200  strong)  at  the  attack 
on  and  destruction  of  Malloodoo  in  Borneo :  Lts.  Hambly,  Dyer,  J.  W.  A.  Kennedy,  and 
ManaeU,  were  also  present  uuder  Captain  Hawkins  on  this  service. 

1 15  Lt.  Lawrence  acted  as  Aide-de-camp  to  Capt.  Hotham,  R.  N.  while  taking  and 
destroying  the  batteries,  ke.  at  Punta  Obligada,  in  the  river  Parana,  on  the  20lh  Nov.  1845.

DUTIES  AKD  ORGANIZATION. 

The  Commissariat  are  charged  with  the  following  duties : — In  the  Field  they  have  hitherto 
the  custody  of  the  Military  Chest,  and  proTided  and  paid  for  eTcrything  necessary  for  the  B«b- 
sistence  and  transport  of  an  army.    At  the  present  time,  on  stations  abroad,  they  have  the  cbai^ 
of  the  MUitJiry  Chests,  negotiation  of  Bills  for  their  supply,  and  receipt  of  all  surplus  mnnirs 
arising  from  various  sources  iu  the  liands  of  public  departments,  as  also  monies  for  remitt^ner  to 
England.    They  make  advances  to  Regimental  Paymasters  on  account  of  the  Pay  of  the  Tloop% 
and  to  the  Heads  of  the  Ordnance  and  Naval  Departments,  on  account  of  their  respoctivoMn- Ice*. 
They  pay  in  detail  the  StufT,  all  money  allowances  and  contingencies ;  also  the  Half- Pay  an<t  rr« 
tired  allowances,  Chelsea  Pensions,  Widows'  Pensions,  Compassionate  allowances,  and  Naval  Pns* 
sions,  &c.,  to  all  persons  resident  at  the  several  stations.    Tliey  contract  and  pay  for  Proviaknis 
required  on  the  spot  for  the  supply  of  the  Troops,  and  for  land  and  water  transport.    In  the  West 
ludies  they  pay  in  detail  the  Assistant  Commissioners  and  Stipendiary  Maglstnteo  sailor  tW 
Provisions  of  the  Slave  Compensation  Act :  at  some  stations  they  perform  the  duties  of  Nsval 
Agents.    In  Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Jamaica,  they  pay  the  Ecclesiastical  Estabtishmento,  aad 
at  the  former  they  have  the  custody  and  issue  of  Indian  Presents,  and  charge  of  the  Loeks  mmI 
Collection  of  the  Tolls  on  the  canals  connected  with  the  St.  Lawrence.    In  New  South  Waleo  ami 
Van  Dieman's  Land,  they  supply  Provisions,  Clothing,  and  Stores,  of  all  descriptioaa  Ibr  eoiiTict 
services.  They  enter  into  contracts  for  Ordnance  Stores,  Building  Materials,  &c.,  on  the  ipo^  ajad 
provide  and  pay  for  supplies  for  Army  Hospitals,  superintend  the  issue  of  provisions^  fon^pa,  IbrI, 
and  light  in  kind  made  by  Contractors,  and  issue  such  articles  of  Provi8k>n  as  are  sent  oat  Ibr  tlie 
use  of  the  Troops  from  England.    Their  duties  are  blended  with  the  Army,  Ordnance,  Navj,  ami 
many  other  branches  of  the  public  service.    They  ara  under  the  orders  of  and  respoasible  wit  tlM> 
execution  of  their  duties  to  the  General  or  Officers  commanding  at  tlie  vmiiotts  ttatioQa,  ami 
receive  their  instructions  from  the  Board  of  Treasury,  with  whom  they  correspond  througifa  tlic 
Secretary  on  all  points  of  service  on  which  they  are  engaged.

12  Lord  Mount  Sdgcnmbe  {Duke  of  ComtoaXPs  Bangers)  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was 
pwwt  at  the  battle  ol  Waterloo. 

3  6aptain  Pennington  (Cumberland)  served  in  the  Penhisula  from  June,  1809,  and  during  the 
groite^t  part  of  the  subsequent  campiugns,  Including  the  battle  of  Busaco,  where  he  commanded  one 
of  the  advance  picquets  of  the  9d  division  on  the  morning  of  the  action,  and  was  sharply  engaged 
wttli  the  enemy;  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Torres  Yedras,  advance  from  thence,  actions  and  ailbirs 
atLeria,  Redinha,  Pombal,  Roblida,  Gondeixa,  Foz  d'Arouce,  Guarda,  and  Sabugal;  battles  of

4  Ca]^tain  Dixon  {Derby)  served  with  the  Grenadier  Guards  on  the  expedition  to  the  North  of 
Holland  in  1799,  and  was  in  the  actions  of  the  *27th  Aug.,  10th  and  19th  Sept.,  2nd  and  6th  Oct. 
In  fikUy  in  1806  and  7.  In  the  Peninsula  under  Sir  John  Moore  in  1808-9,  including  the  action 
at  Lugo  and  battle  of  Corunna.  On  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809.  Went  to  Cadii  in 
Aprf}  1SI1,  and  was  afterwards  present  at  the  capture  of  Seville,  and  on  the  retreat  from  Madrid 
and  Salamanca ;  and  remained  with  that  army  until  June  1813.

1811  attached  to  the  Por- 
tuguese service,  and  was  present  with  Lord  Hill's  corps  covering  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  advance  on 
Uersnay  siege  and  storm  of  the  three  fortified  eonvents  of  Salamanca, — led  the  storming  party 
to  the  gate  of  San  Vincente  at  its  capture ;  battle  of  Salamanca, — slightly  wounded  by  a  musket 
riiot  in  the  leg ;  siege  of  Bwgos  and  storming  the  works  and  the  White  Church ;  several  skihnishes 
on  the  retreat  from  th^ce  near  Torrequemada,  and  blowing  up  the  bridge  of  Dnenas ;  battles  of 
the  Pyrenees  on  the  28tb,  29th,  and  30th  July ;  night  attack  and  defeat  of  a  French  battalion  on 
the  htfigfata  of  Urdax,  action  near  Zugarrimundi, — severe  contused  wound ;  battles  of  the  Nivelle 
and  Ae  Khrc,  actions  at  Ustaritx  and  Villa  Franque,  battles  of  St.  Pierre  and  Orthes,  actions  at 
Aire,  Yic  Bigorre,^and  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.

7  Captain  Fisk  (South  Devon)  served  as  Adjutant  of  the  17th  Lt.  Drs.  during  the  campaign  of 
1820inKutcb. 

8  Captain  Jones  (Bast  Beeex)  served  with  the  Grenadier  Guards  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz  and 
lila  de  Leon  from  Ist  April  1810  to  May  1811,  and  in  the  battle  of  Barrosa.  In  1813  and  14 
he  served  ih  Holland,  at  the  attack  on  Merxem  and  storming  of  Bergen-op-Zoom.  At  the  battle 
of  Waterloo  the  following  year  he  was  severely  wounded  through  the  body  by  a  musket-ball. 

9  Captain  Pearson  (Weet  £kMsp)  served  in  China  (Medal)  in  the  49th— at  Chusan  and  Canton 
(eeregeHj  woonded). 

10  Captain  Percy  Scott  (Hante}  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  2nd  Queen's. 

II  Capt.  Kennedy's  services  (North  LincolrC): — Siege  and  capture  of  Flushing,  1809.  Cam- 
paigns of  1811»  12,  13,  14,  and  15,  includhig  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  covering  the  second  siege  of 
Ciodad  Rodrigo,  crossing  the  Bsla,  retreat  from  Burgos,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  actions  of  Val 
Moresco  and  Peyrehorade,  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pampeluna,  Pyrenees,  NivcUe,  Orthes  and 
Waterloo,  afid  taking  of  Cambray. 

1$  Oipt.  Browne  (Bast  Norfolk)  served  throughout  the  war  with  China  as  Adjutant  of  the 
49th  Begt.,  and  latterly  as  a  Brigade  Major,  and  was  present  at  Canton,  Amoy,  Chusan,  Chinhae, 
Niagpo,  Segoan,  Chapoo  (wounded),  Woosung,  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  Nankin. 

13  Captain  Pardey  (Salop)  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Feb.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war 

m  1814. 

14  Tha  Duke  of  lUchmond  (Suetex)  Joined  the  army  in  Portugal,  on  the  24th  July  1810,  as  Alde- 
de-Camp  and  Assistant  Military  Secretary  to  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  with  whom  he  remained  until 
the  cloteof  the  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  in  all  the  skirmishes,  affairs,  general  actions,  and 
Bieg^,  which  took  place  during  that  period,  amongst  which  were  the  battles  of  Busaco  and 
Faentes  d'Onor,  storming  of  Ciudad  Kodxigo,  storming  of  Badajoz,  battles  of  Salamanen,  Vittoria, 
and  the  Pyrenees,  the  first  storming  of  San  Sebastian,  action  at  Vera,  and  battle  of  Orthes.  He 
was  sent  borne  with  duplicate  Dispatches  of  the  battle  of  Salamanca,  and  the  capture  of  Astoiga  by 
the  Spaniards  ;  and  with  the  Dispatches  of  Vera  and  the  entrance  of  the  army  into  France.  In  Jan. 
1814,  being  desirous  of  obtaining  a  practical  knowledge  of  Regimental  duty  in  the  Field,  he  left  the 
Duke  of  Wellington's  Staff  to  join  the  first  battalion  of  his  Regt.,  the  ^nd  Light  Infantry,  and  was 
present  with  it  in  the  battle  of  Orthes,  where  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  chest  by  a  musket- 
ball,  which  has  never  been  extracted.  At  the  end  of  1814,  he  was  appointed  Aide-de-Camp  to  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  and  was  with  him  in  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo ; — after  the  Prince 
of  Orange  was  wounded  the  Duke  of  Richmond  joined  the  Duke  of  Wellington  as  Aide- de-Camp, 
and  remained  with  his  Grace  during  the  remaining  part  of  that  campaign. 

16  Captahi  Smith  (Sueeeof)  served  with  tlie  1st  Guards  in  Sicily  in  1806  and  7 ;  in  the  North  of 
Spain  bk  1806-9,  including  the  retreat  to  and  battle  of  Corunna;  defence  of  Cadiz  in  1811  and

74  Captain  DowdaU  served  the  Mahratta  campaigns  of  1818  and  19,  hylndrng  the  taidng  of 
Loghur,  Issapoor,  Kooaree,  Rhyghur,  Raree,  besides  several  other  small  forts,  and  he  waa  asiaMUj 
wounded  at  the  storming  of  Raree,  having  sustained  the  total  loss  of  the  li^t  eye,  and  «  portion  of 
the  nose  and  jaw-bone.

131  Captain  Kelly  waa  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

ia2  Captain  John  Kelly  (6  Foot)  accompanied  the  eflbctive  men  of  the  wing  of  the  6th  Regt. 
atetiooed  at  Aden,  which  formed  part  of  an  expedition  of  500  men  under  the  command  of  Lt..Col. 
PiBimycBickf  whioh  deatroyed  the  Arab  posts  of  Sheik  Medi  and  Sheik  Othman,  and  ■Virmiiflwd 
between  those  places  on  the  6th  Oct.  1841. 

133  Captain  Waldron  Barrs  Kelly,  having  been  detained  on  a  Court  Martial  at  Kurrachee  in 
1843,  aa  I>eputy  Jndge  Advocate,  and  when  on  his  way  to  rqoin  his  Regt.  (the  22nd,  of  which  Regt.

162  Captain  Mac  Gregor  served  in  the  East  Indies,  with  the  Roysls,  and  was  severriy  woonded  at 
the  battle  of  Maheidpore,  22nd  Dec.  1817,  and  again  at  the  assault  on  FortTslneir,  27th  Fdb.  1818. 

164  Captain  Maclean  embarked  in  Nov.  1813,  for  the  western  coast  of  Africa,  where  he  served 
on  several  expeditions,  and  was  present  in  almost  everv  affair  and  skirmish  that  took  plaee  on  the 
various  parts  of  the  coast  at  which  he  was  stationed  with  the  Royal  African  Corps  and  find  West 
India  R^;iment,  from  Jan.  1814  to  May  1822,  includmg  the  attack  and  capture  of  Umb  Cvvn  «f 
Barra,  River  Gambia,  in  July  1817.

167  Captsin  Manners  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Feb.  1810  to  Dec.  1813,  and  was  |iresent  si 
the  battle  of  Barrosa  (wounded),  and  the  sieges  of  Tarifii  and  Cadis. 

168  Captain  H.  C.  Martin  served  on  the  expedition  against  tiie  Danish  and  Swedish  West  Indsi 
Islands,  in  1801 ;  likewise  on  the  expedition  aninst  ^e  French  Islands  hi  1803. 

169  Captain  Mason  serred  m  Canada,  Flanders,  and  France,  in  1814  and  15 ;  also  in  Canads  b 
1838,  and  commanded  a  company  of  volunteers  at  the  taking  of  Grand  Brule. 

170  Captain  Massey  served  on  the  Continent  hi  1793,  94,  and  95  ;  also  at  the  Holder  m  1799. 
17>  Captain  Master  went  with  the  expedition  to  the  Hague  in  the  2nd  battsbon  of  ths  Crtaadkr 

Guards,  and  served  the  campaign  of  1813  and  14  hi  Holland,  indudbig  the  taking  of  MtncA,  baa- 
bardment  of  Antwerp,  and  storming  of  Bergen-op-Zoom.  Serred  also  the  campaigB  of  1815,  atel 
carried  the  King's  Colour  of  the  3rd  battalion  Grenadier  Guards  at  the  battles  of  (tefere  BnM  «»J 
Waterloo.  He  was  also  present  with  the  storming  party  at  Pleronne,  and  at  the  subse^pesit  csycasT 
of  Paris.

175  Captain  Miller  served  with  the  46th  at  the  defence  of  Dommica  from  an  attack  of  the 
French,  in  1805 ;  the  capture  of  Martinique,  in  1809 ;  and  of  Gaudaloupe  in  1810  ;  and  was  present 
at  the  latter  in  the  attack  on  the  enemy's  post,  Belle  Air,  heights  of  St.  Louis. 

176  Captain  J.  P.  Mitford  served  on  the  Staff  throughout  the  war  in  Chioa,  and  was  present  at 
the  operations  before  Canton,  and  at  the  investment  of  Nankin. 

177  Captain  A.  O.  Molesworth  serv^  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  engaged  at  Cambray, 
23rd  and  24th  June,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Paris. 

178  Captain  MoUoy  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  B^e  Brigade.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

180  Captain  Montgomery  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  and  subsequently  in  the 
Peninsula,  including  the  storming  of  Badajoz,  affairs  previous  to  and  battle  of  Salamanca,  and 
retreat  to  Madrid. 

181  Captain  Moore  (18  F.)  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  27th  from  1808  to  1813,  and  was 
present  at  the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  both  sieges  of  Badajoz.  Severely  wounded  at  the 
etoraumr  of  Badajoz  on  the  night  of  the  6th  of  April,  1812. 

182  Captain  Evan  Morgan  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France  from  October,  1813,  to  June, 
1814,  including  the  passage  of  the  Adour,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of 
1814  in  Canada,  under  Sir  George  Prevost.

191  Captain  North  served  in  Holland  and  France  with  the  44th  from  Nov.  1813  to  Feb.  1816. 

192  Captain  Charles  O'Neill  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  83rd  from  1809  to  the  end  pf  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  following  actions  and  sieges:  —  Talavera,  Busaco,  Oporto,  Pombal, 
Ldra,  Condeixa,  Fleur-de-lis,  Guarda,  Sabugal,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Badajoz  (2nd  siege),  Ciudad 
Rodrigo,  Badigoz  (3rd  siege,  and  severely  wounded  at  the  assault),  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees, 
NiveUeit  Nive,  Sauveterre,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.     Served  also  during  the  Kandian  war  in  (Jeylon. 

193  Captain  William  O'NeiU  served  as  a  volunteer  with  the  83rd  from  1st  Feb.  1812  to  the  12th 
of  Angort  following,  whoi  he  was  appointed  to  an  ensigncy  in  that  regiment,  present  with  it  at  the 
battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid  and  the  Retiro,  retreat  from  Madrid  and  Salamanca,  battle 
of  Vittoria,  blockade  of  Pampeluna,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees  (from  27th  to  30th  July),  Nivelle,  Nive, 
and  Orthes,  actions  of  Sauveterre,  Vic  Bigorre,  and  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  besides  several 
aifinrs  and  skirmishes.  Served  in  Ceylon  during  the  K^p^^'*"  war  in  1817,  18,  and  19,  and  was  the

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195  CaptdA  Ormttiy  Mffed  tbe  ctmpaign  of  181S  with  tiM  Hth,  tad  wu  ptmmk  m  fte  baltk 
of  Waterloo  and  ttormiiig  of  Cambnj,  at  which  last  he  was  slightly  wmmded*  Served  rftarwerda 
in  the  East  Indies,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  captare  of  Hattraa )  also  in  the  Deeeaa  oam- 
naign  of  1817  and  18 ;  and  the  siege  and  capture  of  Bhnrtpore  under  Lord  Comberraere. 

197  Captain  Paeke  serfed  the  campaign  of  1815,  with  the  13th  Dragooni,  and  waa  aUgMr 
wounded  at  Waterloo.

Africa  seven  killed,  flfty-siz  wounded.  Blockade  of  Texel,  under  Sir  Samun  Hood ;  and  Srhrldt. 
under  Sir  Richard  Strachan  and  Sir  Edward  Pellew.  Served  with  the  Waldieren  etpeditibn  hi  thr 
T%c»eft»  74,  and  dismantled  and  brought  away  its  last  gun-boat.  Toulon  fleet.  Landed  in  emr- 
pany  with  other  detachments  of  marines  and  seamen,  and  some  Spanhth  trooM,  on  an  Island  in  th«

219  Captain  Robert  A.  RoUo  Berred  in  Egypt,  in  1807. 

221  Captain  John  Sampion  lenred  the  campaign  in  Tuscany,  and  wai  in  the  action  bafon  Goaoa, 
and  at  the  capture  of  that  city  in  1814.  Serred  in  the  expedition  to  the  Cheaapeak,  and  was  in  the 
motion  of  Bladenshurg,  and  at  the  capture  of  Washington,  24th  Aug.  1814.  Present  in  tfie  action 
before  Baltimore  Sept.  1814.  Serred  in  Florida,  and  was  in  the  action  before  New  Orleau  8th 
Jan.  1815  I  alio  at  the  capture  of  Fort  Bowyer.

In  Dec.  1812  he  was  appointed  a  captain  in  the  23rd  Portuguese  Regt.  and  was 
present  at  the  battie  of  Vittoria  (as  a  brigade-major),  the  blockade  of  Pampeluna,  the  actions  of 
Roneesvalles  and  Suberi,  battie  of  the  Pyrenees  on  the  28th  July  1813, — severely  wounded  in  tiie 
head  ;  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  the  three  days*  fighting  in  front  of  Bayonne  in  Dec.  1813 ;  and  batties 
of  Orthes  and  Toulouse.  Appointed  Lieutenant-Colonel  In  his  native  country  in  1822  ;  and  Colonel 
of  the  Swiss  Confederation  in  1828, — ^being  the  highest  military  rvak  in  Switaerland,  and  oor« 
responding  with  that  of  a  general  officer  in  otiier  services. 

229  Captain  John  Steuart  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  69th,  and  was  severely  wounded 
at  Quatre  Bras* 

230  Captam  Allan  Stewart  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  tiie  Rifle  Brigade,  from  1812  to  the  end 
of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  retreat  from  Madrid  to  Portugal,  batties  of  Vittoria,  Vera, 
Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  Tarbes,  and  Toulouse.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battlea  of 
Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  at  which  last  he  was  very  severely  wounded  through  the  left  shoulder 
by  a  musket-ball,  and  through  the  left  arm  by  a  sabre-thrust.  Served  with  the  14th  at  tiie  siege  of 
Bhurtpore,  in  1825-6. 

231  Captain  Duncan  Stewart  was  severely  wounded  at  Quatre  Bras. 

232  Captain  TaUan  served  with  the  41st  throughout  the  Burmese  war»  and  was  present  at  the 
captnie  of  Rangoon,  attack  on  Kemundine  and  on  Pagoda  Point,  capture  of  Syriam,  the  several 
engagements  in  front  of  Rangoon  frvm  the  Ist  to  the  15th  Dec.  1824,  capture  of  Tantabain,  siege  of 
Denobiu  from  25th  of  March  until  its  capture  on  the  2nd  April,  1825,  engagements  near  Prome  on 
the  1st,  2nd,  and  5th  Dec.  following,  capture  of  Meloom  and  of  Pagahm  Mew.  Served  also  in 
Upper  and  Lower  Scinde  and  in  Bdoochistan,  in  1840  and  1841. 

233  Captain  Telford  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1812  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including 
the  battie  of  Salamanca,  retreat  from  Burgos,  action  of  Villa  Muriel,  affair  at  Osma,  battle  of  Vit- 
toria, carrying  of  the  outworks  of  San  Sebastian  17th  July,  and  first  assault  on  the  body  of  the 
fortress  25th  July;  also  second  assault  and  capture  3 Ist  Aug.  1813 ;  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  10th 
Nov.,  and  Nive,  9th,  10th,  and  11th  Dec.  1813.     Served  subsequently  in  the  American  war. 

234  Captain  Thatcher  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  48th,  from  Aug.  1811  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  mcluding  the  action  at  Fuente  Guioaldo,  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoa 
(wounded),  butties  of  Salamanca  (wounded),  Vittoria,  Pampeluna,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthee, 
and  Toulouse.    Wounded  at  Vent. 

234*  Captain  Tidy  served  the  campaign  against  the  Rajah  of  Coorg  in  April  1834,  with  the  48th 
Regt. 

235  Captain  C.  H.  L.  Tinling  served  at  the  capture  of  Rangoon,  the  11th  May,  1824,  with  the  13th. 

236  Captain  G.  V.  Tinling  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1831  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814. 

237  Captain  Torriano  served  at  Walcheren,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Flushing. 

238  Captain  Trafford  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  1st  Royal  Dragoons,  and  was  slightiy 
wounded  at  Waterloo. 

240  Captain  John  Trotter  served  at  Walcheren ;  also  at  Cadiz  during  the  latter  part  of  the  siege.

244  Cttitain  Tyndale  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  51st,  from  March  1812  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  action  of  Val  Morttoo,  battie  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  the  Retire  at 
Madrid,  batties  of  Vittoria,  the  I^renees,  Lesaca,  Nivelle,  and  Ortiies.    Serred  alio  the  oamptign

8  Dootor  Kidd  served  in  Ireland  dnring  the  rebellion  in  1798;  on  the  Bxpedition  to  IVorth 
Holland  in  1799  ;  at  the  Ferrol  in  1800 }  on  the  expedition  to  Sonth  Amerioa  in  1806 1  in  the 
Feninsola  from  1807  to  March  1813)  campaign  of  1813  and  14  in  Oermany  and  HdUaa.

Served  also  at  the  captive  of  the  islands  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Croix  in  1807|  aad  Marilttiqus 
in  1 809,  indudmg  the  actions  of  the  1st  and  2nd  Feb.  Also  at  the  capture  of  Ouadalovpe  in  1 S 15.

Appointed  Surgeon  to  the  Qrenadisr  BattsBco, 
on  Sir  James  Craig's  expedition  to  Naples,  and  asrred  with  it  In  SioOy  and  Oriafaiiita  1906, 
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and  w«8  proBe&t  1  the  battle  of  Kaida.  In  1807  be  eocompanied  tbe  Boyal  Sicilian  Begime&K 
on  the  second  expedition  to  Egypt,  and  was  appointed  Surgeon  to  it  in  May  1808 ;  transfemd 
to  the  6l8t  in  May  1809,  and  served  in  tbe  Penintnlft  from  April  1810  to  Oct.  1812.  Slightly 
woQoded  on  tbe  left  abonlder  by  the  Bedoain  Arabs  on  the  first  expedition  to  JBgypli  white

Knipe  served  In  Ireland  during  the  rebellion  in  1798,  and  was  present  in  the  aetion  of 
Vtnenr  Hill ;  at  tbe  siege  of  Copenhagen,  and  battle  of  Kioge,  in  1807;  oaapaiga  in  PortQsal 
and  Soahi  in  1808  and  1809;  and  in  Belgium  in  1814  and  1815. 

35  Mr.  Lamert  senred  In  St.  Domingo  in  1796  and  97 ;  in  Egypt  in  1801  (wounded  in  the 
action  of  tbe  13tb  March);  at  Copechagen  in  1807;  campaign  m  Portugal  and  Spain  under  Sir 
John  Moore,  including  tbe  battles  of  Koleia  and  Yimiera,  retreat  to  and  battle  of  Comnnfti 
Serred  also  with  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809 ;  and  subsequentlv  in  the  Penlnsiilft 
untQ  1811.  ^        ^ 

36  Doctor  Lindsey  served  in  tbe  Peninsula  from  Jan.  181Q  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814. 

37  Mr.  Madeod  served  tbe  iSgypUan  campaign  of  1801 ;  and  tbe  Peninsular  oampaims  firam 
June  1809  to  July  1812,  and  from  early  in  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814. 

38  Mr.  Marshall  served  in  South  America  in  1807. 

40  Mr.  Robinson  served  in  Holland  in  1794  and  95 ;  subsequently  in  tbe  West  Indies  under 
General  Porbes;  and  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders  from  April  1809  to  the  end  of  tii9

On  the  7th  October,  1813,  a  General  Order,  of  which  the  following  ia  an  abitnci, 
tMued  by  the  Commander-in-Chief: — 

MHwreaa  considerable  inconvenience  has  arisen  from  the  number  of  Medals  which  haw 
been  issued  in  commemoration  of  the  brilliant  and  distinguished  events  in  which  the  soeeen 
of  His  Majesty's  arms  has  received  the  Royal  approbation,  the  Prince  Regent  has  been  pleand 
to  command  that  the  following  Regulations  shall  be  adopted  in  the  grant  and  ctrcnIataaB  of 
anch  marks  of  distinction :  viz.— 

1st.  That  one  Medal  only  shall  be  borne  by  etch  Officer  recommended  for  sadi  fin* 
tinction. 

2nd.  That  for  the  second  and  third  events,  which  may  be  solMequently  commemimled  m 
like  manner,  each  individual  recommended  to  bear  the  distinction  shall  cany  a  gtU  Ckap 
attached  to  the  ribbon  to  which  the  Medal  is  suspended,  and  inscribed  with  the  naae  of  the 
Battle  or  Siege  to  which  it  relatea. 

3rd.  That  upon  a  claim  being  admitted  to  a  fourth  mark  of  distinction,  a  Croaa  AaD  bt 
bene  by  each  oflker,  with  the  names  of  the  four  Battles  or  Sieges  reapedivcly  laie  ~ 
therennoQ ;  and  Co  be  worn  in  rabatitntioo  of  the  diattnctions  prerionaly  grasted  In 
todifidaala. 
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4th.  trpoD  each  occasion  of  a  similar  nature  that  may  occur  suhsequcntly  to  the  grant  of 
a  Cross,  the  Clasp  shall  again  be  issued  to  those  who  have  a  claim  to  the  additional  distinction, 
to  be  borne  on  the  ribbon  to  which  the  Cross  is  suspended*  in  the  same  manner  as  described 
in  No*  2  of  these  Regulations. 

His  Boyal  Highness  was  further  pleased  to  command  that  the  distribution  of  Medals  or 
Badges  for  Military  services  of  distinguished  merit  shall  he  regulated  as  follows :  viz. — 

Ist.  That  no  General  or  other  Officer  shall  be  considered  entitled  to  receive  them,  unless 
he  has  been  personally  and  particularly  engaged  upon  those  occasions  of  great  importance 
and  peculiar  brilliancy,  in  commemoration  of  which  such  marks  of  distinction  are  to  be 
bestowed. 

2nd.  That  no  Officer  shall  be  considered  a  candidate  for  the  Medal,  or  Badge,  except 
upon  the  special  selection  and  report  (of  the  Commander  of  the  Forces  upon  the  spot,  as 
hating  merited  the  distinction  by  conspicuous  services. 

3rd.  That  the  Commander  of  the  Forces  shall  transmit  to  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
Returns,  signed  bf  himself,  tpeeifying  the  names  and  ranks  of  those  Officers  whom  he  ahall 
have  selected  as  particolarhr  deserving. 

4th«  The  Commander  of  the  Forces  in  making  the  selection  will  restrict  his  choice  to  the 
andefmentioned  ranks:  vix.— 
General  Officers. 

Commanding  Officers  of  Brigades. 
Commanding  OffioBn  of  Artille^,  or  Engineers* 
Adjutant-General,  and  Quarter-Master-General* 
Deputiei  of  ditto,  and  ditto,  having  the  rank  of  Field  Officers. 
Assistants,   Adjutant  and  Quarter-Master-Generah,    having  the  rank  of  Field- 
Officers,  and  being  at  the  bead  of  the  Staff,  with  a  detached  Corps,  or  distinct 
division  of  the  Army. 
Military  Seeretary,  having  the  rank  of  Field  Officer. 

Commanding  Officers  of  Battalions,  or  Corps  equivalent  thereto ;  and  06ficers  who 

may  havesacceeded  to  the  actual  command  during  the  engagement,  in  consequence 

of  the  death  or  removal  of  the  original  Commanding  Officer. 

The  Croesee,  Medals,  and  Clasps,  are  to  be  worn  by  the  Geoertl  Officers,  suspended  by  a 

Ribbon  of  the  colour  of  the  sash,  with  a  blue  edge,  round  the  neck ;  and  by  the  Commanding 

Officers  of  Battalions,  or  Corpa  equivalent  thereto ;  and  Officers  who  may  have  succeeded  t(» 

the  actual  command  during  the  engagement;  the  Chiefs  of  Military  Departments,  and  their 

Deputies  and  Assistants  (having  tlie  rank  of  Field  Officers)  ;  and  such  other  Officers  as  may 

be  specially  ieeomaiended»  aMaehed  by  a  Ribbon  of  the  same  description  to  the  button-holo  of 

their  uniAmta. 

Those  Bedgea  which  would  have  been  conferred  upon  the  Officers  who  have  fallen  at  or  died 
siaoe  the  Battles  and  Sieges,  shall,  as  a  token  of  respect  for  their  memories,  be  transmitted  to 
their  iispcctive  faniiiiea.*->«FTd«  tht  London  Gazette,  wh  Oetobtr,  1813.
